|, is much to be regretted, that famie fhould more 
ufually accompany the deftructive than the beneficent 
difpofitions of mankind. ‘The name of the conqueror, 
whofe fteps are marked with defolation, thall be re- 
corded in fongs, and tranfmitted to the lateft pofterity, 
while the prince, whofe whole life has been {pent in 
promoting the happinefs of thofe entrufted to his care, 
isnot much regarded during his life, and he no fooner 
lies, than his memory begins to fail. ‘The fighs and 
Vor.

Nov. 9» 
tears of thofe who fuffer by the change, are the only 
trophies raifed to his memory. ‘The perfons who thus 
fecretly bewail their lofs, foon follow in their turn; 
and though the effects of his beneficence may con- 
tinue to cherifh thofe who furvive; yet; like the genial 
influence of heaven, the hand from whence it pro- 
ceeded, is too often unperceived, and thofe who adiu- 
ally reap the benefit of his tender forefight, in a fhort 
while forget that ever fuch a perfon exifted. + 
Such, in a great meafure, has been the fate of the 
man who is the fubject of this memoir. Thofe acts of 
berieficence which excited gratitude when they were 
conferred, are now in a great meafure forgotten; 
many perfons who were benefited by them, are dropt 
into the grave, and the time feems to be faft approach- 
ing when not a trait of that amiable character fhall be 
remembered that once excited the admiration of all 
who had an opportunity of obferving it, and called 
forth the gratitude of thoufands who participated in 
the bleflings it procured them. An attempt to refcue 
it from oblivion ought to be received with indulgence. 
James, Earl of Errol, was not more confpicuous 
for the dignity of his rank *, than for the comelinefs 
of his perfon, and the elegance of his manners. His 
ftature greatly exceeded the common fize, and the 
proportions of every member were fuch as would have 


* As to rank, in his Lordfhip’s perfon were united the honours of 
Livingfton, Kilmarnock, and Errol. As hereditary high conftable of 
Scotland, Lord Errol i is, by birth, the firft fubje& in Great Britain, 
after the blood royal, and as fuch, has a right to take place of every 
hereditary honour. ‘Ihe Lord Chancellor, and the Lord High Con- 
ftable of England do indeed take precedence of him, but thefe are only 
temporary ho nours which no man can lay claim to dy birth, fo that by birth, 
J ord Errol ranks, without a doubt, as the firft fubject of Great Brit 
tain, next after the princes of the blood royal. 

But fortune prevented him from enjoying all the advantages he ought 
naturally to have derived from t hefe accumulations of honours, by wrelle 
ing from him in his early yout ha great portion of the paterra eftates 
that ought to have devolved upon him. His father, Lord Kilmarnock, 
having been inadvertently drawn in to efpoufe the caule of the unfer- 
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formed a moft perfe¢ét model to the ftatuary for a 
figure of thefe dimenfions. Strength, dignity, ele- 
gance, and lightnefs were fo happily blended cogether, 
that whatever action he performed, whether he walked, 
or danced, or rode, you would have {faid his perfon 
had been formed in the happieft mold for that par- 
ticular purpofe. ‘The manly and open candour of 
his countenance conveyed an idea of all the mafculine 
virtues, while the expreflion was fo foftened by a be- 
neficent complacence, as to exhibit a charm that man 
had heretofore been accuftomed only to find in female 
gentlenefs. No one ever faw Lord Errol but was 
{truck with the extraordinary dignity, beauty, and ele- 
gance of his whole appearance : no one ever converfed 
with him who did not feel the favourable impreffions 
thefe externals had excited, confiderably augmented. 
He was admired by all who faw him, and beloved by 
all who knew him. 

Yet, as if heaven had intended that nothing in 
this world fhould be capable of producing unmixed fer 
cility, thefe rare accomplifhments were even perhaps 
the principal caufe of giving much pain to himfelf, and 
anxiety to his pofterity. ‘Che fafcination of his ele- 
gant manners made his company fo delightful to all 
who were of his acquaintance, that, in the early part 
of life, he was fcarce ever permitted to be one moment 
alone. And though, to thofe who knew him at a later 


tunate family of Steuart, his life and eftates were both forfeited in the 
year 1746 ; and tho’ Lord Errol himfelf, who before that period bore a 
commiffion in the Britifh army, did not allow his fidelity to be fhaken, 
or his loyalty to the Brunfwick line in the fmalleft degree abated; yet 
he never had the good fortune to recover any part of thefe eftates, and 
his family, fince his death, have had the mortification to fee themfelves 
excluded from deriving any benefit from the liberal fpirit of the nation, 
by the aét which reftored to the heirs of fo many other noble familics 
the eftates that had been forfeited on the fame account. This was oc- 
cafioned by an unlucky arrangement of Government, which, without 
any blame on their part, threw thefe eftates into a dfferent, clafs from 
the former, This, it will be allowed, is a fingular inftance of unmerits 
td bad fortune, that ought not to be overlooked by Government. 
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period, it was evident, from his converfation, he had 
read and ftudied a good deal, yet it was not eafy for 
them to conjecture how he could have found opportu, 
nities for attaining thefe acquirements. Hurried, as 
he was, from one entertainment to another, and foli- 
cited on every hand to grace the pleafurable parties of 
every friend, it was truly amazing that his head was 
not turned, his underftanding perverted, or his heart 
corrupted by the adulation he received; yet fo very 
bountiful had nature been to this fingular man, that 
vanity feems neyer to have made an impreflion on his 
mind, nor vice to have corrupted his heart ; and though 
reafon was not permitted at all times to exert her fove- 
reign fway over his achons, yet when fhe was allowed 
to refume her feat in deliberation, her vigour at no time 
feemed to be impaired. Of a difpofition, warm, gene- 
rous, and humane, psudence was at times difmified as 
a frigid monitor ; and it was not till towards the de 
cline of life that he difcovered how much he had erred 
by not fooner attending to her fuggeftions. 

Lord Errol, while yet a very young man, married 
Mifs Lockhart, daughter to a gentleman long noted as 
a man of eminence at the Scottifh bar, who was after 
wards raifed to the bench by the title of Lord Coving- 
ton. This lady, though poffefied of good fenfe, 
great reClitude of heart, and beneficence of difpofition, 
had the misfortune to inherit from nature a weakly 
conftitution, which rendered it impoffible for her to 
undergo the fatigue of accompanying his Lordfhip in 
the various excurfions that he, as an officer, was 
obliged, or as an agreeable companion was induced 
make. Being thus, too often deprived of a fait 
monitor, which the temptations to which he was 
pofed, and his own pliability of difpofition require 


he was drawn, inadvertently, into expences that his for” 


tune was not able to bear, which laid the foundation 
of a diftrefs that proved the only alloy to his happi- 
nefs in the latter part of his days. 
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Lady Errol, whofe health hadnever been re-eftablifhed, 
lived in a calm retirement, cultivating the frieadthip 
of thofe around her, and delighting in aéts of pious 
charity. She died at Bath, where the had been or- 
dered by her phyficians, in the year 4761, much regret~ 
ted by all her acquaintance. By this lady. he had one 
ouly daughter, whofe education was entrufted to. the 
cate of a maiden filter of Lady Errol, who entertained 
a warm attachment for her infant niece. 

Lord Errol afterwards married Mifs Carr, daughter 
of William Carr of Etal, Efg; in Northumberland, a 
lady of great beauty and perfonal attractions. 

‘The greateft bleiling that heaven can beftow upon a 
man of an upright difpofition of mind, and a feeling 
heart, is a wife whofe approbation will tend to cherith 
thefe difpolitions, and whofe conduct is, calculated to 
keep alive thofe tender domeftic anxieties that conti, 
tute the chief happinefs of man. Such a blefling Lord 
Errol had the good fortune to receive on this occafion. 
Young, innocent, mild,—chearful though fympathyz- 
ing, and fenfible without knowing the extent of her 
underf{anding, the manners of lady Errol were. capti- 
vating 3 and her converfation afforded a never-failing 
fource of enjoyment, which conftituted the chief hap- 
pinefs of his Lordfhip through the remainder of his life. 
Having, before this time, left the army for ever, 
home now became the objet of his tendereft regards, 
He never left it but with relu¢tance, and always re- 
turned to it with joy. In the bofom of his family, in 
the innocent prattle of fine children, he experienced 
atender enjoyment, far different from the turbulent 
pleafures of his early years, the recollectionof which, 
and its confequences, proved the only alloy to his hap- 
pinefs. 

Lord Errol, now tired of courts, though not difgufted 
with mankind, finally retired to his family feat, Slains 
caftle, in Aberdeenthire. Here, indulging this natural 
beneficence of difpofition, and beloved by all around

him, he exerted himfelf in promoting the welfare of 
his tenants, and other dependants in the lower walks 
of life. He obferved, with regret, that an envious fpirit of 
litigation prevailed among them, which had been ex- 
cited, and {till was fomented by the influence of fome 
pettyfogging lawyers in Aberdeen, with a view to pro- 
fit by thefe little difputes, and he fet himfelf to correét 
it. The honeft and mild influence of Lord Errol’ 
character effected what nothing elfe could perhaps 
have done: He paid fo much attention to thofe dif. 
putes among them that were brought before himfelf as 
a juftice of the peace, that the parties were much bet- 
ter fatisfied with his decifions than any other. But 
this was only a partial cure. He wifhed it might be 
general. 

Trifling difputes among country people, he readily 
perceived, ought naturally to be determined, in a fum- 
mary manner, by the juffices of the peace. On enquiry, 
he found that few or no caufes of that fort were 
brought before the juftices in Aberdeenfhire. On 
farther enquiry, with a view to difcover the caufe of 
this phenomenon, he found that the ju/fices, in that 
country, asin many other parts of Scotland, had been 
fo negligent in the difcharge of their duty as to fuffer 
abufes to prevail that loudly called for redrefs. The 
juftice of peace courts feemed to meet for no other pur- 
pofe than to levy fines againft tranfgreflors of the revé- 
nue laws. ‘The few juftices who took an active hand 
in this bufinefs, were indeed nothing better than a fet 
of humble tools, fubfervient to the will of revenue of- 
ficers alone, who apparently influenced them in all 
their proceedings. ‘Thefe fervile judges were not even 
afhamed to become the guefts of the colleétor of excife, 
who treated them on thefe occafions, and affumed al- 
moft a fovereign and dictatorial fway over thefe his 
humble coadjutors. In confequence of this, the very 
name of ju/lice of peace had become a term ot reproach, 
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and the court was there detefted as the fcourge of the 
ople. 

Lord Errol could not behold, without indignation, 
fuch a flagrant perverfion of an inftitution which was 
originally intended to guard the liberties of the people, 
and to afford them redrefs of grievances, at a {mall ex- 
pence; nor could he, without fhame, behold an order 
of which he himfelf was a member, degraded to fuch 
a vilifying ftate of debafement. He pointed out to the 
gentlemen of rank and fortune around him, with great 
energy of argument, the impropriety of accepting the 
oflice of a juftice of the peace, if they were not determi- 
ned to perform the duties of that office: he dwelt up- 
on the difgrace that fuch a conduct brought upon 
themfelves, by obliging them to participate in the ob- 
loquy that attended the order, from the improper con- 
duct of thofe who did aét in name of the whole 
He infifted, that in order to free themfelves from this 
odium, it became incumbent upon them all either to 
decline accepting the office, or regularly to attend the 
ftated meetings of that court in perfon, to a& each for 
himfelf. It was this conduét alone, he faidfthat could 
reftore to that inftitution that degree of refpeCtability 
which it ought to bear in the ftate. He could not but 
confider this dereliction of duty as a culpable indolence, 
and, therefore, if they would agree to co-operate with 
him, 4e would undertake, as one, to meet them always 
at the juftice of peace courts, when not prevented 
by bad health, or unavoidable avocations. 

Thefe remonftrances had the defired effect. ‘The 
noblemen and gentlemen of the firft rank and charac- 
ter in that country, from that time, attended thefe 
courts with great punctuality, as long as his lordfhip 
lived; and he himfelf was never abfent but from un- 
avoidable neceflity. Lord Errol was generaliy among 
the firft that attended, and as he was at pains to make 
himfelf perfectly mafter of the bufinefs, he took care 
that the clerks had every thing in readinefs. when the 
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court met, fo that no time was loft in idle preparations, 
’ and they were thus enabled to proceed on bufinefs a 
an early hour. 

It will be difficult for any one who has not feen; 
cafe of this fort to form an idea of the beneficial change 
that was produced on the ftate of the country by thei 
regulations. ‘The firft change that catched the atten 
tion of the people, and gave refpectability to the court, 
had a reference to the collector of excife. ‘This officer, 
from that period, was treated exactly in the fame man. 
ner as any other fuitor before the court. The cajfes 
he ftated were attended to with due refpect ; the evi. 
dence he adduced in fupport of his charges were éxa 
mined with the moft fcrupulous care ; but unfuppor 
ed allegations, from whatever quarter they proceeded, 
were totally difregarded. The fuggeftions of the col- 
leGtor, with regard to the decifions, had no weight; 
and any obfervations he at the beginning ventured to 
make, as tenditig to influence the judgment of the 
court, were received in fuch a manner as foon to con: 
vince him of the impropriety of venturing upon fuch 
freedoms. The fines, in cafe of accidental trefpafles 
through ignorance, were moderated 5 and if it appear 
ed that the people had been led on by the wilful com 
nivance, or culpable neglect of the officers, with a view 
to augment their own profits, at the expence of the re: 
venue +, fuch officers were openly and fharply repré 
manded by the court. When the excife bufinefs was 
over the collector, like other fuitors at the court, was 
ordered to withdraw ; and, if he was afterwards invited 


+ It is well kmown that half the fines impofed by law upon thof 
who are catched in attempts to cheat the revenue are given to the re- 
venue officers, It therefore becomes the intereft of the revenue officer 
that thefe attempts to evade the duties fhould not ceafe. A heavy 
charge has been lately and publicly made againft fome of the highef 
revenue officers-in this country winking at the manufacturers evading 
the duty, in order to induce them to continue in that pradtice for the 
fake of the fines, that they can thus levy when they pleafe, ‘This is 08 
hew practice. 
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to dine with the juftices, he fat as their gueit ; fo that 
feeling, as he cid, his inferiority among perfons of 
fuch fuperior rank and education, the change to him 
was great, and highly mortifying. His emoluments 
too, being diminifhed, in confequence of a decreafe in 
the number, and an abatement in the amount of the 
fines, he became much lefs eager about bringing caufes 
before that tribunal than formerly. ‘The excife bufi- 
nefs thus decreafed, and many other affairs of another 
nature came to be agitated there. 

The people in general were firmly convinced that 
wherever Lord Errol prefided, juttice would be admi- 
niftered with the flricte(t impartiality ; or, if ever any 
favour was fhown, it would lean towards the fide of 
the party which was leaft able to vindicate its ow: 
rizhts. All Ac onefe men, theref fore, who found them- 
felves engaged in a dif{pute with others, were anxious 
to have their caufes brought before that tribunal.— 
There, every man was allowed to ftate his own cafe, 
in the beft manner he could, was confronted with the 
other party, and the truth inveRigern in their pre- 
fence. In this manner, ‘with a due de gree of attention, 
his Lordthip and the other judges were feldom at a Jofs 
to decide according to juttice. So much fatisfaction 
did thefe decifions attord, that the caufes brought be- 
fore that tribunal, moft of them, indeed. of tmall a- 
mount in refpect to money, but of great importance in 

regard to the parties concerned, became extrem¢ ly nu- 
merous. It frequently mas ¢ ied that fome hundreds 
of caufes were decided at one fi yet I have not 
heard that ever one peilo mn thoug 
peal from the decifions of this court, gree. the courfe 
of nearly twenty years that Lord Errol continued to 
take an active lead in it. 

‘Thefe may perh: aps appear to be very uninterefling de- 
tails to perfons w ho confider nothing as of importance 
except thofe which relate to great obj jects but to men 
who look upon the profperit ty of the ttate, and the wel- 
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fare of the people as of importance, thefe details will 
be accounted as highly interefting. Nothing whica 
could affeét the profperity or the happinefs of the 
meaneft individual was confidered, by Lord Errol, du- 
ring the latter part of his life, as trivial. Without 
making an oftentatious parade of humanity, his mind 
felt a fenfible delight in contemplating the profperity 
and happinefs of all around him, which produced an 
uninterrupted tendency to promote the welfare of the 
friendlefs. By the prompt decifions that were given 
in this court, that rancour of mind which protracted 
law-{uits never fail to engender among neighbours, was 
prevented.—The expences thefe law-fuits ufed to occa- 
fion were avoided. The wife and family at home, 
feeling themfelves thus in more edfy circemftances, 
became more chearful, more kind, more induftrious+. 
Home thus became more defirable to the hufband ; his 
focial affeQions were awakened, and a general diffufion 
of happinefs was the confequence. ‘The very fight of 
this refpectable court, and the reflections it excited 
in the minds of thofe who came before it, were highly 
friendly to the beft interefts of fociety. ‘The poor, 
who had been formerly accuftomed to look upon thofe 
of high rank as their enemies, now, when they found 
them acting as their protectors; when they faw the 
higheft men in the country appropriating a confiderable 
portion of time to thetr bufinefs,—liftening wit! 
patient attention to their little caufes of complaint; 
carefully fearching out the truth, with a warmth of in- 
tereft that they had deemed impoflible ; when they 
found the juftices protecting them, at times, againit 
the improper exactions of fome of the order ot 
juttiges themfelves}, they were obliged to alter their 





+ There cannot be a jufter maxim than the old proverb ;— Wher 
Poverty comes in at the door, Love flies out at the window.” 

¢ The following is a cafe of this fort, which deferves to be recorded. 
One of the juftices, 2 man of great fortune, but of a narrow and fordid 
cifpofition, was fued before this court by one of his fervants, for the re 
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opinion, and could not avoid efteeming the men they 
had formerly detefted. Even the reprimands, or the 
advices with which their decifions were often accon - 
panied, had a wonderful effect in cherifhing principles 
of juftice, order, and ceconomy in the minds of thofe 
who heard them. Every tranfaction of this court thrs 
tended, in the happieft manner, to bring together two 
orders of men that had been accidentally eftranged from 
each other by erroneous ideas, which the fpirit of the 
times had engendered. 

In promoting thefe _ and beneficent objects, and 
in the enjoyment of peaceful ferenity of domettic 
tranguillity, were {pent the laft fifteen or fixteen years 
of the life of Lord Errol. Unfortunate it was for Aber- 
deenthire that this period was fo fhort ; for had the fame 
fyftem of management been rigidly adhered to for half 
acentury, the beneficial changes it would have pro- 
duced would have been inconceivably great. But no- 
thing in this world is permanent. Lord Errol’s friends 
beheld, with regret, that his health was impaired.— 
During the laft two years of his life efpecially, his de- 


covery of wages due to him.—When the mafter was called on to ftate 
his reafons fer refufing this demand, he faid, the fervant had killed a 
mare te him, and that he ftopped the wages as a {mall indemnification 
for the lofs he had thus fuftained.—The fervant immediately made an- 
fwer, with great energy and native fimplicity of expreffion, “ It is true, 
Sir, I did kill your mare; but I hope in God no man fhall ever be able 
to make me do the like in future.—You know well, and all the frvants 
about the houfe know it alfo, that I told you repeatedly, that if you 
perfifted in caufing the beaft to work fo much, and would not allow her 
to get more food, fhe would certainly die ; but you always infifted that 
what I faid was nonfenfe, and obliged me to go on, till, God forgive 
me for it! I was forced to drive the poor beaft till fhe died :—but ne- 
ver fhali any other man compel me to do the like, if I fhould beg my 
bread for it.’”’—The tear ftoed in the poor fellow’s eye while he uttered 
this—The other feryants concurred nnanimoufly in afferting the fame 
thing.—The mafter was ordered to pay the full wages, and all expences, 
and he was, befides, fined as far as the powers of the juftices allow- 
ed them to go.—He was alfo feverely reprimanded for the brutality 
and injuitice of his condué, the judges only regretting that their powers 
did not extend fo far as to permit them to award.a proper punifhment. 
It is needlefs to add that this sy a very popular decifion, 
r2 
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cline was great, and perceptible. to all who faw him. 

Sull, however, the beneficence of his mind continued 

unabated ;—nor did his chearfulnefs of difpofition for- 
fake him; till at. laft he funk to reft, on the 3d day of 

June 1778, in the fifty-third year of his age, leaving 
n0t one enemy behind him. 

In this flight fketch biographical accuracy has not 
been aimed at. ‘The few following faéts and dates it 
may prove fatisfactory to fome to know. James, Earl 
of frrl, was born April 2oth, O.5. 1726.—He was 
educated firft at the Sect of Dalkeith, and afterwards 
at the Univeriity of Glaigow. He married, 1ft, Res 
becca Lockhart, daughter of Alexander Lockhart of 
Craig-houfe, Efq. September 15,1749. She died May 
ft, 1761, leaving ifue one daughter.. He married 2d, 
Tfabella Carr, daughter of William Carr of Etal, Efq; 
Augult 34 1762, who furvived him, and is {till in life, 
by whom he had three fons and nine daughters.

Additional Remarks on the Poetry of Buchanan.

Ne grvdhgse OO Aarti 
i] 0 write a regular criticifm on the poetical works of 
Buchanan, or to give even but a faint idea of the won- 
derful variety of their contents and beauties would re- 
quire’a large volume. ‘They were publifhed at very 
different times, and a confiderable part of them did not 
appear én print till long after his death. No author 
appears to have beftowed more attention in the compo- 
fition of his writings ; but if we except his verfion of 
the Pfalms, few feem to have beftowed lefs care upon 
their publication. It has been faid, that negligence and 
modeity are the common attendants of true genius.— 
The example of Buchanan, at leaft in his charaéter as 
a Poet, may be adduced to juttify this maxim. The 
reader may be amufed by a fhort account of each of 
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the principal fections into which his original poems 
have ufually been divided. It feems unneceflary to 
fpeak here of his pfalms, as they are in the hands of 
every {chool-boy. 

I, It has already been obferved, that, by the defire 
of James V. he began a poem entitled Francifcanus. 
After an exile of twenty-four years he returned to his 
native country, “ now,” as he fays, * beyond the 
« hopes of all men, happily delivered from the tyranny 
« of monfters.” His fatire left unfinifhed for fo great 
a lapfe of time, was publithed in the year 1564, witha 
dedication to his friend, the well-known Earl of Mur- 
ry. Buchanan was now at the age of fifty-eight; he 
had rambled over a great part of Europe, had feen, and 
fuffered, and reflected much, and he pofleffed, in an am- 
ple degree, the proverbial fenfibility of a poet. We are 
therefore entitled to expg& a fuperior monument of his 
dilities and his vengeance. ‘The Francifcan will fatis- 
fyour moft fanguine wifhes. It extends to nine hundred 
and thirty-fix lines, and opens by the author enquiring 
at an acquaintance, a Francifcan noviciate, what he 
means by this fudden grimace, and affectation of fanc- 
tity in his appearance.. He adjures him, in the moft 
folemn mannér, to {fpurn the trammels of vulgar fuper- 
ition, to diftruft the pomp of the hierarchy, fo much 
admired by the mafters of mankind, and examine Chrif- 
tianity by the facred light of reafon. He proceeds, in 
avein of irony, to tell him that he himfelf had once 
indulged the fame fort of frenzy, but had been divert- 
ed from it by the fage advice of his friend Eubulus. 
The author next repeats his admonitions, in the form 
of a harangue, from this imaginary preceptor, who goes 
on for a few fentences in a calm, temperate ftile, with 
an evident defign to gain the confidence of the reader. 
But fuddenly, as if impatient to repair the lofs of time, 
Eubulus, or rather Buchanan, burits out in a torrent of 
teproach. A literal tranflation of the poem would ex- 
tend to the fize of a pamphlet. Every fentence a- 
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bounds with the wit, eloquence, and fublimity of Ju. 
venal ; the copioufnefs of fentiment, the facility of ex. 
preffion, and the contemptuous rage which diitinguihh 
the admirable, though neglected Claudian}. The 
Francifcans are exhibited, in every point of view, as 
vultures tearing out the vitals of fociety. The writer 
defcribes, at great length, their numberiefs arts of im. 
pofing upon the mob, and efpecially upon the weaker 
fex. He tells, what we know to be true, that whena 
wealthy penitent was at the point of death, it was their 
practice to extort, under the terrors of eternal perdi- 
tion, an extravagant legacy to their convent ; and he 
affirms, what is fufliciently credible, that by fuch ex- 
actions, many families had been ruined. He enlarges 
upon their pride, ignorance, dulnefs, envy, hypocrify, 
debauchery, and felfifhnefs ; their factious fpirit, treach- 
ery, cowardice, and perfonal gaftinefs: their fuperiti- 
tion, loquacity, and impudent affectation of taciturnity. 
He difplays their progrefs in the various fciences of {can- 
dal, pimping, treafon, rebellion, feduétion, cuckoldom, 
and fodomy. He reprefents the various hazards they run 
of being-gelded, and affirms that confeflion, purgatory, 
and tranfubftantiation are abfurd impoftures. ¢ An 
« afs,” fays Buchanan, “ though you cloath him in 
¢‘ Tyrian purple, continues to be ftupid, and a ty- 
sé ger to be favage. Magpies will always chatter, and 
s¢ vipers will always fting.” His inference is, that 
Francifcan has an invincible propenfity to every human 
vice. Having in fhort, afferted their utter degrad 
tion below the reft of the {pecies, and having diyerfif- 


+ Buchanan, with the tafte of a fcholar, mentions this great author 
in the moft refpectful terms. Dryden rafhly and impertinently cea 
fureshim. In many refpeéts Claudian has a ftrong refemblance to the 
two moderns. Indeed, though much inferior to both, he approaches 
nearer to their-general character than any fingle ancient poet. There 
is far lefs nonfenfe in his text than we commonly imagine. Dr 
den has prefumed to condemn him for his bad tafte, and has, at the 
fame time, left us fiz volumes of plays which contain perhaps an hun 


dred tolerable peges. 
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ed his performance by fome ludicrous anecdotes, he 
concludes by telling the noviciate, that, upon the ex- 

ftulations of Eubulus, he had renounced holy water, 
the girdle, the cowl, and the fhaven crown, as ridicu- 
lous marks of dittin€tion, invented for the moft fordid 
and infamous purpofes. ‘The whole work is worthy 
of Buchanan, the advocate and avenger of infulted 
truth ; and if confidered merely as an animated and 
faithful pi€ture, muft be highly curious and inftructive. 
As a fpecimen of the fpirit of this poem, it may be 
proper to extract a few lines, fubjoining, as ufual, a 
profe tranflation. After a long detail of the various 
circumftances which multiplied monaftic vermin, he 
proceeds thus ;

“ Add befides thofe whom dice have hurled inte 
“ruin, whom venery has enfecbled, or whom mid- 
“ mght caroufals have driven from the inheritance ¢f 
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«¢ their fathers ; thofe whom downright beggary fweeps 
“ before it; thofe difappointed in love, and againg 
“ whom, for want of meney, an infolent miftrefs bolts 
“‘ her door; thofe become infamous by their crimes; 
“ and thofe who dread their punifhment —Here alto 
* there is a fafe refuge for boys robbed by the rapacity 
** of their guardians. From thefe worthy tribes are 
*¢ embodied the noble band of Francifcans. ‘Thefe are 
«© the fathers of whom this facred order is fo proud. 
« This is the generation that {teers the helm of the 
« world; mifcreants whom rage, madnefs, and terror, 
« dulnefs, lazinefs, and guilt, ambition, poverty, and 
«© defpair, difaftrous love, a fullen father, an implacable 
«¢ f{tepmother, and a farcical pretence of godlinefs have 
“ confounded together. 

«¢ In former days a wretch diftracted by misfortunes 
had recourfe to a halter, a precipice, a dagger, ora 
dofe of poifon ; or ruthed into a river, or leaped from 
a bridge, or a high window, that he might avoid the 
fhock of adverfity ; but now, when the pangs of con- 
{cience, or fear of a fevere judge, or infamy more 
terrible than every other puniihment purfues a cri- 
minal, he binds a cord about his middle, and takes 
refuge under the cowl of St. Francis. And, as if 
to thave the crown could ftifle the agonies of guilt, 
the razor fuddenly confecrates a {warm of devotees; 
transformed from thieves, parricides, blafphemers, 
and catamites.” 

‘This poem affords a fine counter-part to Dryden's 
Hind and Panther; and how much more honourably 
would he have been employed in turning it into Eng- 
lith verfe? We cannot wonder that Buchanan was 
perfecuted through life by the blood-hounds of fuper- 
ftition, or that his memory has been loaded witha 
whole library of reproaches, the moft unjuft and incre- 
dibie. I fhall difmifs this article by the infertion of 
three lines, which may be read with pleafure, but can 
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not be tranflated with déctney: In {educing a young 
girl, our author fays,— 
* Et péde tange pédem, dextram dextra, oribus ora 3 


Sic, dicis, rides, fic molliter ofcula jungis, 
* Ofcula comimiffas inter liftantia lingiat 


II. Another feétion of his works. is entitled Fratres 
Fraterrimi, and confitts chiefly of fatires, in various kinds 
of verfe, againft the Catholic clergy of every defcription, 
from feveral of the popes, one of whom he compares 
to Judas Ifcariot, down to the monks. The collee+ 
tion concludes with fome of thofe juvenile eflays which 
the author compofed againft the Francifcans at the de- 
fire of the Scottihh monarch. Several Englifh poets 
have, at a mature age, affected to print pieces exactly 
as they had been written by themfelves when at fchool. 
Milton, among others, has encumbered pofterity with 
this fort of trumpery. In the works of Dryden we can 
eafily diftinguith chat his ftile is gradually improving 
down to his tranflation, of Virgil; and the wobleft ode 
in any language was itfelf the very lait effort of his mute. 
In the text of Buchanan no fuch diftinction is difcernis 
ble. What he had written in youth he either com- 
mitted to the flames, or improved into a perfect equa+ 
lity with his later produétions; and he is above the 
paltry vanity of telling usin the title of a piece, that it 
was written at twelve or fixteen. The reader has no- 
thing to do with the age of an author, -but with the 
merit of his writings. - From this digreflion I return to 
the Fratres Fraterrimi. ‘This mifcellany confifts of 36 
articles, with a humorous dedication to a man of Iétters. 
The worfhip of images and pictures, and tranfubftan- 
tiation, the columns upon which popery féfted, are 
here overwhelmed in a'torrent of ridicule.» An ode in- 
fcribed to Queen Elizabeth, is written in the higheft 
ftile of Horace, and contains an eloquent fummary of 
the preceding glories of her reign; among which the 
extirpation of monkery ftands foremoft.— here is a 
‘Vor. V. S s 
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ftrange dialogue between a painter and a baker, dif- 
puting which of them could make deities fooneft. The 
painter founds his pretenfions on his profeffion of 
drawing the pictures of the faints, while the baker 
boafts that hé can make ten thoufand holy wafers in an 
hour. ‘The mifcellany begins with a poem at the ex- 
pence of a rich abbot, whofe life and condu& Buchanan 
contrafts with that of the divine founder of Chriftia- 
-nity.. We have alfo a futious inveétive againft the 
kingdom of Portugal, including a warm panegyric on 
the climate and people of France. _ But the moft re- 
markable piece in this collection is an ode of eleven 
ftanzas, upon the conduét of the Portuguefe in Brazil. 
He invokes the Angel who deftroyed Sodom and Go- 
mortah to hurl his thunderbolts againft the execrable 
invaders ; and concludes with an ardent with that the 
earth may open to fwallow them, or the fire of heaven 
blaft them. In a word, it is the fineft invective againft 
the tyrariny of Europeans in America that the world 
has probably ever feen. From the peculiar boldnefs 
and rapidity of its ftile, a critic of learning would per- 
haps venture to fay that this ode comes neareft of all 
poetry to the martial enthufiafm of Tyrtzus. Every 
‘line feems to flafh from the heart of the writer.—There 
is, there can be nothing more awfully fublime.

L. Anneus Seneca to Lucilius: 
I am, Sir, your humble Servaiit, 
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*¢ Your letter delighted me, and raifed me from lan- 
gour. It excited the powers of my declining imagina- 
tion. You are convinced then, my Lucilius, that the 
foundation and préferver of a happy life is the perfua> 
fio that to be good is to be happy, and that ~ only 
are truly happy who circumfcribe their ambition by the 
attainment of virtue. Indeed, how can it be other- 
wife ? fince they who fetk for happinefs on the flippery 
and ever-reyolving wheel of Fottune, muft become the 
miferable flaves of'Fortune and her favourités. Here, 
you fee one inconfolable for the lofs of children, there, 
another becaufe he has none to inherit his eftate : here, 
one tormenting himfelf with the love of another man’s 
wife, there, a lucklefs hufband harraffed by the caprices 
of his own. He parts with her, and répents. A third, 
elevated to the heighth of ‘his ambition, finks in the 
mud of luxury, and is overwhelmed by the languor of 
fatiated defire, or looks forward to death with etter, 
as the approaching termination of his pleafures. 

“ The fear of death is the fcourge of fenfuality : it fits 
on the lap of pleafare with us, and chafes us into the 
inmoft receffés of our gratification, nor does it come as 
a friend in our uttermoft diftrefs. We ftart at the very 
name of the terrible deftroyer of our exiftence, as per- 
fecuted birds do at the flighteft noife, even the ruftling 
of leaves. No one, therefore can be faid to be lappy 
who fears this enemy, or who builds his hope upon the 
fmiles of Fortane. ‘Terror is on the one hand, and 
pertarbation on the other. Do you, my Lucilius, con- 
template Fortune as the holder of a gaming-table, en- 
couraging the fuccefsful. to fquander what they have 
gained, and if fhe gives you a fuccefsful throw, retire, 
and learn to be fatisfied, by feeing the reverfes of For- 
tune in your affociates.—To be good is to be happy. 

*« Behold the numberlefs examples of the jufteft and 
moft excellent of men, whofe lives have been fpent in 
one continued tiffue of diftrefs, from the exercife of 
their fympathy, benevolence, and fortitude. . Do you

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think.they.could, have perfeyered if fuperior happinefs 
had not endeared ito, them .the, paths of {elf-denial and 
Virtue ? 
. * How delightful: the rofe to him who travels through 
therns, or the lovely meadow,. the river, the foliage, 
and. the rock ,to.:han. who. wanders through a dreary 
wafte; but: how infinitely dreadful the thorn to the 
rofy votary, of pleafure, and. the dreary wafte to the en- 
ervated fayourite of Fortune ! 
_ © The man, therefore, Lucilius, who orders his life 
according.tg the intention of his nature, by preferring 
intellectual to animal pleafure, affimilates himfelf to 
the deity,.and, ,guided ‘by benevolence on the prin- 
ciples « of jutticey he contributes to the fame order and 
happinefs in others,. Formed by Nature to look con- 
tinually forward to certain fhining points of attain- 
ment, where he thinks he’ thal] haye reft from his la- 
bours, when he attains them he is aétuated by undimi- 
nifhed defire to fet forward and to afpire after greater, 
aud. thus he proceeds continually, till his frame is ex- 
haufted, and he moulders into duft. 

«« Other creatures, when free from pain or uneafi- 
neds, and phounding 1 in the pleafures of fenfe, are tran- 
quil and. fatisfied with their condition ; they aim not at 
improvement. ‘The fwallow builds her neft to-day as 
fhe did.in the days of Deucalion; no change or pro- 
grefs of improvement is to be obferved in animated 
nature except in man, Man, therefore, is to be cons 
fidered as the lord of the world, not on account of his 
fuperior fkill and addrefs in fubduing creation to his 
purpofes, but becaufe he alone is able to contemplate 
and difcover the nature of that world in which the gods 
have placed him. ‘ Credo Deum immortalem Jparfiffe 
cmimos in cepere humana ut effent, qui terras tuerentur, 
qiique celejtium ordinem contemplantes imitarentur eum 
yite mado et conflantia.” 

«« Now, goodnefs or true virtue confifting in being obe- 
cient to the laws of our intelle¢tual nature, it is evident, 
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that when we depart from thefe we muft be unhappy 5 
and what do you think it is that creates that reftlefnefs 
and difcontent of mind that we every day obferve in 
fociety, but the troublefome efforts of travellers that 
have loft their road, and are feeking to regain it by 
foolifh conjectures of their own, without wifely return- 
ing back to the point where they left it, that they may 
find all things accommodated to their progrefs. 

«The view of diforder and incoherence is naturally 
unpleafing ; we delight in the fymmetry of buildings, 
and in the intercolumindations of a houfe or of a tem- 
ple, becaufe they make us to underftand tke nature and 
the ufes of the parts, and of the whole. In like man- 
ner, when we act from the impulfes of paffion, and 
the gratifications of fenfe, without a final and rational 
purpofe, our whole intellectual frame is difturbed, and 
we naturally defire to regain our tranquillity, which 
can be obtained only by {trict conformity to goodnefs, 
or Virtue, which confilts altogether in rendering the 
body obedient to the foul, in the purfuit of final pur- 
pofes that are conducive to its perpetual improvement. 

“ Confider, for a moment, the prepofterous attempt to 
make a body that is continually fubje& to change, and 
tending continually to new defires, arifing from the dif- 
ferent {tages of infancy, youth, manhood, and age, and 
its variety of local fituations, fettle itfelf on determined 
objets of fruition, for which its powers, as of fhort 
duration and intenfity, muft quickly produce difap- 
pointment or fatiety and difgutft. 

“ Thus the man who fhould place his chief delight in 
hunting the ftag or the boar, muft become miferable 
when either his infirmities or the want of opportunity 
fhould prevent him from enjoying his purfuit; and 
thus the woman who placed her happinefs in the pub- 
lic games and fpectacles of Rome, and in the admira- 
tion of young men, would languifh in the country, and 
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lofe her happinefs when age rendered her incapable o: 
receiving afd enjoying thefe pleafures. 

«Let us then, my dear Lucilius, preferve in ourfelve: 
the eternal and beautiful fprin of intellegtual nature, 
by flying from the heat of pafftons, from the fruits of 
luxury, and the gloomy apathy of a wintry old age. 

Farewell.” 


This epiftle of Seneca is written more on the model 
of antiquity than any of thofe that have hitherto feen 
the light. Qluintilian, or whoever wrote the famous 
treatife on the decline of Roman eloquence, annexed 
to the works of Tacitus, has defcribed the debafement 
of thé Roman tafte by the popular writers who fuc- 
ceeded to the Auguftan age, ‘whofe quaint, flippant, 
pointed manner is how imitated by our Gibbons, 
Burkes, and Junius’s of England, while Swift, Atter- 
bury, Hume, and a few others, remain in our age pof- 
fefled of the chafte propriety and dignity of thofe who 
have fet up the Greek hiftorians for their models. 

How glorious would it be for a band of fuch men te 
affociaté in. Britain for chaftifinfg the meretricious in- 
novators, who are encouraged by the taftelefs people 
of the age, to enervafe otir language and our manners! 

St. Auguftine and St. Jerome mention letters of Se- 
neca to St. Paul, which are now loft; and others, evi- 
dently fpurious, were fubftituted in their place, by the 
pious fraud of later Chriftians, to fupport a caufg that 
needs no advocatés, nor any aids.that are adventitious, 

For my own part, I am of opinion that Seneca did 
actually attend to the doétrines of the Chriftians, and 
was moved and inclined, though fecretly, to fupport 
their caufe ; becaufe he has avoided, in the whole of 
his voluminous writings, touching upon any points that 
might glance at his being infected by their fuperftition, 
fo dangerous, in appearance, to a jealous tyrant ; and 
that his profound filence can hardly be accounted for 
jn any other manner. In his xli. epiftle to Lucilius he 
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has a paflage which inculcates a belief, almoft 
verbatim, one of thofe aflerted by St. Paul, Know 
you not that the Spirit of God is in you except ye be 
reprobate+? and again, He is near unto every one of 


you.

Wy scum he built St. Dunftan’s-in-the-Eaft, the nobleft 
monument of his geometrical fkill, had moft certainly in 
his eye the High Church, Edinburgh, and St. Nicho- 
las’s church at Newcaftle-upon-Tyne. His towers 
that adorn the front of Weftminfter-Abbey were taken 
from thofe of Beverly Minfter, in Yorkthire. Sir Chrif- 
topher intended a {pire for the middle of the church, 
but gave it up, from apprehenfion that the fabric would 
not bear it. ‘The library of All-Souls-College, in Ox- 
ford, poffefles many orjginal drawings of this great ar- 
chite&t ; and amongft others, his defigns for the cathe- 
dral of St. Paul’s. It is curious to .obferve in them the 
progrefs of Sir Chriftopher’s ideas in the beautiful 
dome of that fabric. He had originally \intended to 


have crowned it with a pine-apple, but wifely decora- 


ted it with a crofs, as it now ftands. Sir Chriftopher 
was much impeded and harraffed in this great work by 
the care of expence of the curators of it. He had in- 
tended to have had a very fine baldaquino at the altar, 
like that of St. Peter's at Rome. Dr. Compton, bifhop 
of London, had fent for the marbles for its compofition ; 
orrather, as the Parentalia fays, the fpecimens were 
fhewn to the Architeét by that Prelate. - Sir Chrifto- 
pher not approving of them, the defign was given up.

oe . AGRICULTURE IN LISBON. 


Tuovta Portugal has made fmall advances as yet in the 
ftudy of Agriculture, they now begin to turn their atten- 
tion towards that fcience. In imitation of the Royal Academy 
at Paris, and fo many otber places, a fociety for promot- 
ing the ftudy of Agriculture has been eftablifhed at Lifbon un- 
der Royal patronage. One volume, in oftavo, of the ttanfac- 
tions of that fociety, has been already publifhed, entitled 
Memorias da Agricultura, which will probably be followed 
by others. ‘This contains the papers that gained premiums in 
the years 1787 and 1788. 


COPENHAGEN SOCIETY. 


A SOCIETY has alfo been dnftituted in Denmark, whofe 
object is to fpread ufeful knowledge among the.peafantry, and 
the lower clafles of the people, by colleéting proper books and 
diftributing them gratis. Suth attempts, though they may 
indicate good intentions in the promoters of it, difplay, at the 
fame time, their ignorance of the true principles of political. 
oeconomy. ‘The people are flaves, and can be little benefited 
by any improvement that can be made: Vain ther¢fore muft 
be the efforts to induce them to be a@ive by any modes of in- 
ftruction. Let the people once feel that every exertion they can 
make will redound to their own profit, and their induftry wilt 
be inftantly augmented.—Tell me that a people are indolent, 
ignorant, and flow to adopt improvements, and I require no 
other proof for affuring me, that there are many and great 
radical defeéts in the fyftem of government that there prevails, 
though I may know nothing about the natare of thefe defeés.

[Tbe National Affembly having put a period to their labours by 
the completion of the Confitutional Code, it may be proper to 
give a fummary account of the ceremonies which atiended its 
acceptance by the King, and of the bufine/s which occupied them 
during their poficrior fittings till the 30th September, when they 
fually rofe, and gave place to the Legifiative Affembly. ] 


HE Conftitutional Code having been formerly prefented ‘to 
the King by a deputation from the Affembly, on the 13th of 
September, his Majefty fent the following Letter to the Affembly, 
which was delivered by the Minifter of Juftice.

September 16. , 

M. Duport, in the name of the Committee of Criminal Ju- 
rifprudence, recapitulated the articles of the decree concern- 
ing the organization of juries, whea feveral alterations were 
adopted, and it was decreed, “* That the epocha of the exiit- 
ence of trial by jury is fixed for the rft of January 1792.” 

1. “ That until the rft of January 1792, criminal proceffes 
“re be continued to be carried on according to the exifting

a. “ That the executive power fhall make, without delay, all 
the neceffary preparations for the activity of juries, from the 
firft of January 1797” . 

Upon the propofition of M. Emmery, in the name of the 
Conftitutional and Military Committees, the Affembly paffed 
the following decree :

M. Beaumetz read the following decree concerning the gene- 
ral'amnefty, which was adopted without any difcuffion; _ 

“ The National Affembly, confidering that the object of the 
French revolution was to give a conftitution to the empire, 
and that therefore the revolution ought to end at the. period 
when it has received his Majefiv’s acceptance : That, by how 
much the more culpable it will henceforth be to refift the 
conftituted authorities, fo much the more honourable it will be 
to forget thofe marks of oppoltition teftified againft. the general 
will ; and that the time hath at length arrived when diflenfions 
oug ht to be extinguifhed by a general fentiment of patriotifn 
and of fraternity for each other, and affection for the Monarch, 
who has himfelf given the example of this generous oblivion; It 
is decreed— is 

x. “ That all profecutions, judgments, and proceedings, 
which have the revolution for their objec, thall be irrevocably 
abolifhed. 

2. ** No officer of the police, judge, &c. fhall commence 
any frefh profecution. 

3. * The King thall be requefted to order the Minifter of 
Juftice ‘to draw up a lift of thofe at prefent confined on ac 
count of the revolution. 

4. “ That a-general amnefty fhall take place in regard to all 
military*men, accufed or conviéted of military offencés finte 
the rft ad 1789. 

~« re fhall no longer be occafion for any paffporte, the 
ufe of which was only adopted during a troublefome period ; 
and every French citizen is hereby empowered to enter or leave 
the kingdom according to his inclinations,’’ 
4 September 19. 

M. d’Andre faid, that only 240 Deputies to the new Legilla- 
ture had -entered their names in the tegifter, and that the flow- 
nefs of their coming up was to be attributed to the uncertainty 
with refpect to the period at which the prefent affembly was 
tobe diffolved. He therefore propofed, that. the conftituting 
body fhould terminate its labours on Friday Sept. 30. and that 
a deputation fhould be fent to announce this refolution to the 
King.

On the motion of M. d’Aguillon, it was refolved, that Ma- 
dame de Richelieu, the widow of the Marefchal of the fame 
name, who is in the greateft diftrefs, fhall receive a penfion, the 
fame as the other widows of the Mareichals of France, 

In confequence of a report from the Conftitutional Commit- 
tee, it_was refolved, that it fhould be referred tothe executive 
power, to carry into execution the vote for erecting a fatue, 
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and decreeing public honours to the memory of J. Jaques 
Rouffeau. 
September 22. 

The Bifhop of Paris informed the Affembly that he had if 
fued a mandate for a Te Deum and folemn mafs in the metro 

olitan church on Sunday next,.to return thanks-to God for 

bis aid and protection in accomplifhing the revolution, to which 
he invited all religious perfons and the National Affembly to 
attend. Twenty-four members are to attend. 

September 23. 

It was decreed, that the Comtat Venaiffin and Avignon hall 
not form a department, that they fhall not eleét members to 
the Court of Appeal, but they fhall fend three deputies to the 
Legiflature. 

* M. Barnave reported from the Committees of Conftitution, of 
Marine, of Agriculture and Commerce, and of Colonies, on 
the ftate of the Weft India colonies. He obferved, that the 
Britifh colonies were allowed to make laws for their internal 
government, while Parliament made laws for their external 
government, and propofed this as the model.—Deferred till 

next day. 

September 24. 

The affairs of the colonies were again taken into confidera- 
tion, when the following articles were accordingly paffed : 

1. The Affembly referves to itfelf the exclufive right of de- 
termining, with the fanétion of the King, on the exterior go- 
vernment of the colonies. 

2. The Colonial Affemblies fhall be authorifed to make, upon 

oe fubjects, all the reprefentations which they think necef- 
ary. 
3- The laws concerning the fituation of perfons not free, 
and the political ftate of perfons of colour and free negroes, as 
well as the regulations relative to the execution of the faid 
laws, fhall be made by the Colonial Affemblies, and hall be 
executed provifionally, with the approbation of the Governors 
of the colonies, and fhall be directly prefented for the fanétion 
of the King, without any anterior decree being able to obftrué 
the full exercife of the right intrufted by the prefent article to 
the Colonial Affemblies. 

4- The forms to be obferved for the completion of the laws 
for the internal government, which do not concern perfons, 
fhall be determined by the Legiflative Body. 

tember 25. 

A memorial, relative to the prefent ftate of the frontiers, was 
read by M. Duportail, and the account which he gave of the 
means of defence which had been adopted appeared fufficient. 
The Minifter paffed great encomiums upon Meff. Luckner and 
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Rochambeau, and feveral corps of the army, who at length pay 
due mefpect to the laws of fubordination and obedience, 

It was alfo reprefented by M. Duportail, that it was neceflary 
that during the year no leave of abfence fhould be granted; be- 
caufe all, or almoft all the officers being new, it was moft im- 
portant that they fhould learn their duty, and fhould, befide, 
complete, by their préfence, the re-eftablifhment of difcipline 
in the military corps, and that he had addreffed a circular let- 
ter to all te regiments of the army, announcing that leave of 
abfence would not be granted. 

On a motion of M. de St Fargeau, the Affembly adopted 
feveral additional articles in the penal code, the principal of 
which were, that henceforth branding fhall be abolifhed, and 
that the moft rigorous punishment fhall confift in a fimple pri- 
vation of life, 

It was agreed, on a motion of M. Camus, that a gratification 
of 44,000 livres fhould be paid to the clerks of the Aflembly. 
The attendants on the offices were likewife to be rewarded ; 
and it was agreed that honourable mention fhould be made, 
in the verbal procefs, of the names of thofe enlightened perfons 
who, by their views, their zeal, and their writings, have fa- 
cilitated the operations of the prefent Affembly. 

A letter was read from the Minifter of War, on the fubje& 
of the expences neceffary for defraying the prefent prepara- 
tions for exterior defence. He therein ftates, that 1,180,000 
livres are neceffary for completing the equipment of a part of 
the regular troops. Landan, Givet, and Charlemont, cannot 
be put in a ftate to‘maintain a fiege for lefs than 1,18 3,000 livres. 

ly, in proceeding with the ftricteft ceconomy, the general 
equipment of the national guards cannot be effected ior lets 
than 9,811,380 livres. This letter was fent to the Military Com- 
mittee. 
September 26. 

M. Prieur obferved, that the place in which the meetings of 
the Affembly were held, was, for many reafons inconvenient, 
and unworthy of the ufe to which it was applied. He propofed 
that one more magnificent an¢ worthy the occupation, of the 
Legiflative. Body, fhould be prepared, eithe; in the palace of 
the ancient magiftrature, or built on the ruins of the Baftile. 

Referred to the enfuing Legiflature. 

September 27. 

M. le Brun ftated, that there were daily fales of private li- 
braries, which contain fcarce and valuable books, worthy of 
being added to the King’s library, now called the national h- 
brary ; that a great number of foreigners, curious in thele lite- 
rary treafures, purchafe, and take them out of the kingdom. 
To prevent, in future, fimilar inconveniences, he propofed, that 
the fum of 100,000 livres fhould be appropriated to make fuch 
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purchafes, which fhould be at the difpofal of the Minifter of 
the Interior Department.—Refolved. 

M. le Chapellier-propofed, that all perfons who fhould in 
future either prefix or annex to their names any of the titles 
or diftinétions profcribed by the new laws, fhould be punithed 
by civil degradation, and declared incapable of exercifing any 
public functions, and that all writings or agreements in which 
they fhall ufe thefe diftinétions fhall be null and void ; and that 
all public officers who fhall receive fuch writings fhall be pu- 
nifhed by being deprived for ever of their employments. 

This propofal was oppofed by feveral’ members ; they how- 
ever agreed, that fome punifhment ought to be inflicted upon 
fuch delinquents, which they propofed fhould be a pecuniary 
fine ; and which in no cafe fhould be lefs than. 1600 livres. — All 
the other pains and penalties were retained, which have even 
been extended, to perfons heretofore poffeffed of titles, who 
fhall wear, or have placed on their carriages, any of thofe dif 
tinctive marks which have been prohibited by the laws. 

Ona motion of M. Duport, and in {pite of a vigorous oppofi- 
tion from M. Rewbel, the decree, provifionally excluding Jews 
from the rights of citizens, was repealed. 

At the end of the fitting, the fuppreffion of all the chambers 
of commerce in the kingdom was decreed. 

September 28. 

The Affembly decreed— 

‘Phat the laft decree refpecting the colonies fhould be imme- 
diately prefented for the royal fan¢tion : 

That the Commiffioners appointed to go to St Domingo 
fhould depart as foon as poffible : 

That the general amnefly granted to all Frenchmen fhould be 
extended to the inhabitants of the colonies. 

September 28.—At night. 

The Affembly refolved, that the general amnefty was meant 
to extend to military as well ascivil offences, and confequently 
all deferters from the army ; and the Prefident was directed to 
wait upon the King, and requeft that immediate orders might 
be given for the difcharge of all fuch prifoners. 

M. Broglio prefented the plan of a decree from the military 
committee, on the mode of fupplying the army with fubaltern 
officers, which was adopted. By this decree, from and after 
the 15th of October next, no perfon can be admitted to the 
rark of fub-licutenant without a previous examination, and to 
this examination every French citizen, of the age of fixteen, 
who can produce certificates of his morals and good condu¢t, 
is admiflible. 

September 29. 

On the motion of M. Chabroud it was decreed, that the 

King fhall be requefted to prefent his piéture to the National 
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Affembly, in the act of prefenting the conftitution to the Prince 
Royal, to be hung up in the hall of the legiflature. 

On the application of the Minifter of War, eight Lieutenant. 
Generals, and twelve Marfhals of Camp, were added to the ftaft. 
‘ September 30. 

The Affembly having, by.a former decree, refolved, that this 
day fhould be de laft of their fitting, and that. their fucceffors 
fhould take their places to-morrow, met this day to terminate 
their labours. 

The King had intimated his intention of coming in perfon to 

the Affembly, and the hall and galleries were as crowded and 
brilliant as on the memorable day of his acceptance of the con- 
ftitution. The members of the new legiflature being all ad- 
mitted to the body ‘of the Affembly, and the municipality of 
Paris, as well as. the directors of the department, being invited 
to affift at the fitting, in confequence of addreffes which they 
prefented, made it infinitely miore brilliant —The Affembly clof- 
éd their labours by receiving the laft reports from the commit- 
tees on different fubjects, particularly the military code, and 
by publifhing an account of the ftate of the finances, of the 
fums in the national treafury, of the receipt of the taxes, of the 
contributions received by the departments, and of the precife 
ftate in which they were to deliver over the affairs of the king- 
dom to their fucceffors. The accounts were received with the 
yhigheft pleafure, and were confidered as high!y favourable to 
the nation.—M. Montefquiou ftated, that there were 35 mil- 
lions in the national treafury, of which 18 millions were in fpecies 
and the members of the Committee of Finance pledged them- 
felves perfonally for the fidelity of the accounts, and that they 
would be ready to arifwer for them to the next Legiflature. 

Before three o’clock they had done all their butinefs, and pre- 
mg for the royal prefence. In the proceedings of the day be- 
ore, they had determined to receive the King with more re- 
fpeé&t than on the former occafion.—Qniy one chair of ftate 
was placed on the platform, to the left of the ordinary chair of 
the Prefident.—At half paft three the King was announced, and 
he entered, preceded by the deputation of members, and by 
his minifters, who, inftead of being feated on chairs at the bar, 
took their ftand behind the King. The Affembly were all 
ftanding and uncovered. The King was dreft in purple, em- 
broidered, and with the red ribbon and ftar, as patron of the 
order of St Louis. He was received with the moft lively accla- 
mation. He drew a paper from his waiftcoat pocket, and read 
his fpeech. He read it ftanding, which, by the arrangement 
previoufly made, kept ail the members on their legs. His de- 
portment and manner was through the whole much-more dig- 
nified, collected, and cheerful than on the day of the accep- 
tance. In reading the fpeech he was interrupted twenty times 
by torrents of applaufe—The fpeech was as follows : 
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“ GENTLEMEN, 

« You have terminated your labours—the contftitution is 
finifhed—I have promifed to maintafa it, to caufe it to be exe- 
cuted—it is proclaimed by my orders. The conftitution, from 
which France expects profperity, this fruit of your cares and 
watchings, will be your recompence ; France, made happy by 
your labours, will communicate her happinefs to you. Re- 
turn to your homes, and tell your fellow-citizens that the happi- 
nefs of the French ever has been, and ever will be, the objed 
‘of my wifhes; that I neither have nor can have any interef 
but the general intereft ; that my- profperity confifts only in the 
public profperity ; that I fhall exert all the powers entrufted 
to-me to give efficacy to the new fyftem ; that I fhall com- 
municate it to foreign courts ; and fhall in every thing prove 
that I can only be happy in the happineds of the people of France. 

‘¢ Tell them alfo that the revolution has reached its period, 
and that the firmeft fupport of the conftitution is now the re- 
eftablifhment. of order. You, gentlemen, in your feveral de- 
partments, will undoubtedly fecond my vigilance and care with 
all your power ; you will give the firft example of fubmiffion to 
the laws which you have framed ; in the capacity of private 
citizens you will difplay the fame character as in the capacity 
of public men: and the people feeing their legiflators exercife, 
in private life, thofe virtues which they have proclaimed in the 
National Affembly, will imitate them, difcharge with pleafure’ 
the obligations which the public good impofes on them, andcheer- 
fully pay the taxes decreed by their reprefentatives. It is by 
this happy union of fentiments, of wifhes, and exertions, that 
the conftitution will be confirmed, and that the nation will en- 
joy all the advantages which it guarantees.” 

The Prefident immediately made the following anfwer, which 
was alfo highly applauded : 

6s Sire, 

s¢ The adherence of the nation ratifies the conftitution de- 
creed by the Affembly of the reprefentatives of the nation. 
Your Majefty has accepted it, and the public joy is a fufficient 
teftimony of the general affent. It promifes that your Majefty 
will no longer defire in vain the happinefs of the French. 
this memorable day the National Affembly has nothing m 
to with ; and the nation, by its tranquil confidence, is ready to 
co-operate for the prompt tuccefs of its internal government.” 

The Kiag then left the Affembly in the fame order that he 
entered, amidft the fhouts of the people. 

The Affembly continued, and, as it had been previoufly 
fettled, proceeded to read over the minutes of the day, and 
finally concluded by pronouncing their own diffolution, and {e- 
parating to mect 20 more.

bers prefent that he had an- 
nounced to the King the de- 
putation of the National Af- 
fembly, and that the King had 
faid that he was ready to re- 
ceive it. The deputation ac- 
cordingly began its march, at- 
tended by flambeaux, between 
two files of National Guards, 
and an immenfe crowd of peo- 
ple on both fides, who kept 
great filence. The deputation 
was received in the Council 
Chamber. The King was fur- 
rounded by all his Minifters, 
and a great number -of ‘other 
perfons. 

The Reporter of the Com- 
mittee of Conftitution, M, 
Thouret, fpoke as follows : 

«‘ The reprefentatives of the 
nation prefent to your Majeft

A deputation of 60 members 
Was appointed to prefent the 
above decrees to the King, and | 
to exprefs the happinefs his ac- 
ceptance of the conftitutton had 
diffufed. 

September 14. 

The King, this day at 12 
o'clock, repaired to the Natio- 
nal Affembly, and perfonally 
confirmed his acceptance of 
the conftitution. The hall, and 
all the avenues to it, through 
which the King pafled, were 
crowded with people, who ge- 
nerally expreffed the moft live- 
ly exultation. His Majefty 
feemed very fenfibly affected by 
the acclamations of the crowd. 

The ceremony was conduct- 
ed with much regularity and 
honour,-and the effect was 
grand and impreffive. <A large 
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detachment ofNational Guards 
efcorted the King, and the pro- 
ceffion moved between two 
lines of the fame troops. His 
acceptance before the Affem- 
bly was announced by a gene- 
ral difcharge from the artillery 
of the National Guards. 

The King did not appear in 
the cordon bleu. 

The King, who is now as po- 
pular as a few weeks fince {aw 
him contemned, gave new mat- 
ter to feed the phrenzy of ap- 
plaufe, by refufing to wear the 
blue ribband when going to ad- 
drefs the Affembly. He faid, 
he did not with for any exter- 
nal mark, dy which he might be 
diftinguifbed from other citizens, 
as he confidered himfelf as the 
fame with the people, and the 
firt functionary of the State. 
His rejection of this ornament 
has been of ufe to his caufe ; 
when the minds of men are in 
a ftate of fermentation, objects, 
trifling in themfelves, are tre- 
quently important in their con- 
fequences, 

Montieur, the King’s brother, 
was, on the 2sth of Auguft, 
appointed ‘regent of France, 
with the unanimous confent of 
all the emigrants, who cele- 
brated, on that day, the feaft 
of St Louis at Cobtentz. They 
all fwore, at the fame time, to 
fhed the laft drop of their 
blood in the caufe of the King.

The Englith army under the 
command of the Governor Ge- 
neral, Earl Cornwallis, in the 
courfe of the month of Febru- 
ary, effected the paflage of the 
Ghauts.—Thefeare high moun- 
tains which furround the My- 
fore kingdom, the dominions 
of Tippoo Sultan.—His Lord- 
fhip advanced with his whole 
army, about 27,000 men, fo- 
wards the fortrefs of Banga- 
lore, a very ftrong, extenfive, 
and well fupplied poft, witha 
numerous gartifon, where he 
encamped onthe sth of March. 
Tippoo followed him with an 
immenfe army, and took pott 
about fix miles diftant, but only 
fent out fome fmall bodies of 
horfe to harrafs the march of 
the Englifhe On the 7th of 
March, his Lordfhip made an 
affault on the Pettah or out- 
works of the fortrefs, which he 
carried With little lofs.—A re- 
gular fiege was begun againft 
the fort.. But Tippoo fhewing 
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ed on part of his line, that 
came within its range as he 
was drawing off. 

The fiege was carried on 
with unceafing vigour, till the 
arft, when, about eight in the 
morning, it was obferved that 
the enemy were approaching, 
Our lines immediately turned 
out; but it was foon found 
that he had drawn up his Jine 
en the oppofite fide of the fort, 
Our firft line remained drawn 
up, to prevent any,attack on 
our baggage: and the fecond 
under command of Col. Stuart, 
moved off to attack the enemy ; 
‘ut before he could arrive 
withincannon-fhot, their whole 
army retreated before him. 

Every meafure had been ta- 
ken that military genius’ and 
experience could fuggeft, to fe- 
cure fecrefy as wellas ftrength 
to the enterprife.—The ftorm 
began at eleven at night, uhder 
command.of- Lieut.

Nothing could exceed the 
grandeur of the, {pectacle. 
The fplendour of the moon, 
the glare of the blue lights 
from the ramparts of the ene- 
my, and the thoufand light- 
hing-flafhes from all the gun’, 
Gazzled the eye with a new 
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day ; while the conftant peals 
of mufquetry, and roar of the 
cannon, rendered the {fcene 
truly awful. 

It was found neceffary to

Here the crowd, 
attempting in vain to efcape 
through what they could not 
defend, met their promifcuous 
fate in multitudes. Many fell 
on the bayonet, many by the 
bullet, and many were burnt 
by their cloaths catching fire, 
and blown up by the explofion 
of their own cartridge-boxes, 
The flaughter was inevita- 
bly great—more than 1000, it 
is apprehended, though its du-

pleafing to humanity, next day, 
to fee the foldiers binding up 
the wounds they had inflicted, 
and giving provifions and affift- 
ance to their prifoners, as it is 
diftreffing to contemplate the 
heceffary calamities of war. 
Some of the enemy appear- 
ed on the outfide of the fort, 
but attempted nothing, and 
were foon difperfed by a few 
fhot. The fire of the fort was 


quantities of ammunition and 
military ftores; abundance of 
grain was found in the fort: 
and though no public treafure 
has yet been cifcovered, a val 
variety of private property, in 
the hour of plunder, amply 
compeniated to the foldiers 
the danger of the florm. 

All accounts concur in ad- 
miring the extent and magni- 
ficence of the palace, and the 
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plantations and difpofition of 
its garden; exact architecture 
or elegance could not be hop- 
ed for, but much more of both 
was found than could have 
been expected. In the exten- 
five chambers of the palace, a 
rich profufion of carpets, hang- 
ings, and filks, gilded and 
fluted pillars, and walls and 
ceilings painted and burnifhed; 
and in the garden, walks and 
pieces of water well dif- 
pofed and planted, with lofty 
and fhady avenues, and. fruit 
and flowers in abundance. 
But a fill more important 
roof of the rapid ftridcs the 
ormer matter of Bangalore 
was makirg in ufeful in:prove- 
ments, was the flate of the 
foundery for cannon and iron- 
works which he carried on 
there. One very remarkable 
machine for boring mufkets 
was found; it is worked by 
bullocks, and fuch is its force 
and cohtrivance as to bore 
fifty atatime. The venerable 
Kilicdar, Bahauder Khan, fell 
in the ftorm of the ramparts, 

To the honourable offer 
made by Lord Cornwallis, of 
fending his body to Tippoo, the 
Sultan returned a very thank- 
ful arfwer, but declined it ; 
expreffing his high fente of the 
offer, but obferving, as the Kil- 
jedar had fallen in battle as a 
foldier, he thought he could 
not have a ndbler grave. The 
fecond in command alfo fell ; 
and Kiftna Row, Tippoo’s fa- 
vourite Bucthee, is taken pri- 
foner. 

From the circumfance of part 
of Lord Cornwallis’s difpatches 
to the Council of Madras hav- 


ing been intercepted by the 
enemy, no particular account 
of the lof in thefe actions has 
been received.—But the follow- 
ing officers are mentioned in 
private letters to have fallen:

is irrefiftible. 

* The activity and good con- 
duct of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Maxwell, in the command of 
the Pettah for feveral days pre- 
vious to the affault of the fort, 
was, in every refpect, highly 
commendable ; but his Lord- 
hip Gefires that he will accept 
of his particular thanks for the 


them. 

* Helikewife returns his warm- 
eft acknowledgments to Ma- 
jor Skelly, who undertook the 
command of the corps that 
commenced the attack of ‘the 
breach, and who, by animat- 
ing them by his own example, 
contributed effentially to our 
important fucceis. ; 

* Lieutenant Colonel Stuart 
may be affured that Lord Corn- 
wallis will ever retain the moft 
grateful ‘remembrance of the 
valuable and fteady fupport 
which that officer affords him, 
by his military experience and 
conftant exertions to promote 
the public fervice; and al- 
though his Lordfhip is unwil- 
ling to offend General Mea- 
dows’s delicacy, by attempt- 
ing to exprefs his full fenfe of 
the able and friendly affiftance 
which he uniformly expetien- 
ces from him, he cannot avoid ~ 
declaring, that it has made an 
impreffion on his mind that 
can never be effaced.”

* If the two Circars alone were 
engaged in the prefent war, I 
fhould not object to receive the

of my ftation would admit; 
but fo direct and expeditious a 
mode of negotiation is not now 
in my powers for when I found 
that by your difregard to all 
my conciliatory offers, I mut 
neceffarily be forced to engage 
in a war, I entered. into the 
moft folemn treaties with Ni- 
zam Ally Khan and with the 
Pefhwa, declaring, that we 
would affift each other, and 
that no one of the Powers 
would liften feparately to any 
advances fromthe enemy, with- 
out fubmitting the terms pro- 
pofed to the general confidera- 
tion and approbation of the 
different parties of the confede- 
racy. 
£ I cannot,therefore, confiftent 
with honour and. good faitb, 
receive, in the firft inftance,a 
perfon of confidence from you, 
for the purpofe of adjufting the 
feparate terms of peace be- 
tween you and the Company; 
but if you would think proper 
to. tranfmit to me in writing, 
the propofitions that you are 
willing to make, asa foundati- 
on upon which negotiations 
may be opened, for the refto- 
ration of peace and friendthip 
between the Company, the Ni- 
zam, and the Pefhwa on one 
fide, and your Circar on the 
other, J fhall, on my part, give 
them the moft ferious con- 
fideration,. and, after com- 
munication with the other 
members of the confederacy, I 
fhall convey to you our joint 
fentimerts upon them.”’

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The Peace betwixt the Cza- 
yina and the Porte was finally 
concluded at Galacz onthe 11th 
of Auguft, on the terms pro- 

fed*by the Britifh and Pruf- 
ian mediators. : 

The Plague, according to the 
lateft accounts, rages with ur- 
common fury at Grand Cairo, 
in Egypt. During one fort- 
night about 1600 perfons had 
perifhed each day: and great 
apprehenfions were entertain- 
ed by the inhabitants that this 
public calamity would rather 
encreafe than diminish, till-the 
fall of the Nile, when it gradu- 
ally fubfides. 

Conftantinople had alfo ex- 
perienced its fatal effects ; for 
nearly one month upwards of 
s00 a-day having died. he 
narrownefs of the fireets, by 
which the ingrefs and egeris 


of carriages have always been | 
precluded, renders the malady | 


much. more infectious and 


alarming. 


It is, however,’ 2 curious | 


fact related by travellers, that 
the plague is feldom equally 
deftructive to the various na- 
tions who refide in this city. 
Ofthe Turks, Jews, Armeni- 
ans, and Greeks, who form the 
principal inhabitants, the car- 
nage has been chiefly confined 
to the firft defcription of peo- 
ple, while few, in comparifon 
of the others, have fallen vic- 
tims to its fury. 

The remedies applied by an 
inhabitant of the fhores of the 
Euxine Sea, who fome years 
ago cured 7oo perfons of the 
plague, have been adminiftred 
m vain to the afflicted.

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| It may appear extraordinary, 
| that the burial ground around 

Conftantinople extends now in 
| every direction fourteen miles; 
fo great for fome years have 
been the ravages committed on 
the human fpecies. 

Sir Robert Ainflie, and all 
the Foreign Ambaffadors, re- 
fide on the oppofite fide of the 
Bofphorus, where the dread- 
ful effects of the malady have 
not been felt. No intercourfe 
whatever is held with the 
neighbouring families, the im- 
pending danger impelling every 
Ambaflador to provide for his 
own fafety. 

It continues to rage with e- 
qual violence at Adrianople ; 
and.the troops who have arriv- 
ed from that part of the arm 
appointed to oppofe the progreis 
of the Ruflians, have fuffered fe- 
verely, 5000 having been buri- 
ed in the courfe of ten days. 
| “Smyrna. has. likewife been 
| vilited by this irrefittible difor- 
der ; and the natives have been 
obliged to fuftain a temporary 
ftagnation of commerce with 
foreign powers. 

The Nile has rifen higher 
this year than known for ages 
paft. It had early in the month 
of July rifen 19 cubits. 

ine Pachas of Diarbeck, Da- 
mas, Acre, and Aleppo, have all 
renounced their allegiance to 
the Grand Signior. The Pacha 
of Damas has plundered the 
caravan going to Mecca, and 
difperfed all the pilgrims ; and 
the Pacha of Acre has expelled 
the French merchants, not- 
withftanding the firmand which 
they received from the Sub- 
lime Porte.

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The Francifcan friars have al- 
fo been driven out of his go- 
vernment, and their convent is 
entirely demolithed. 

On the roth of Auguft the 
election of Deputies to the Po- 
lith Diet, according to the new 
form, commenced at Warfaw, 
2nd in all the other cities of 
the kingdom. 

On the 23¢ of Anguit, the 
Emperor of Germany, with 
his eldeft fon, and the King of 
Pruffia, with his eldeft fon, ar- 
rived at the Palace of the Elec- 
tor of Saxony at Drefden; ard 
on the 25th Mr Fawkener, the 
Englith Envoy, arrived alfo at 
Dretden from Peterfburgh and 
Warfaw. 

On the fame day arrived 
alfo at’ Drefden, the Count 
d’ Artois, the Marquis de Bou- 
ile -with his fon, ‘Monf: de 
Calonne, .and the Prince of 
Nafiau. 

The bufinefs which occafion- 
ed this meeting was the affairs 
of France, and the following 
Convention between the Empe- 
ror and the King of Pruffia was 
the refult of the conference. 

«« His Majefty the Emperor, 
and his Majefty the King of 
Pruffia, having heard the wiilies 
andreprefentation of Monfieur, 
the Frerch King’s brother, 
and the Count d’Artois, do 
jointly declare, that they look 
upon the actual fituation of hie 
Majefty the King of France as 
an object of common concern 
to ‘all the ‘Sovereigns of Eu- 
rope. They hope that this 
concetn will, doubtlefs, be ac- 
knowledged by all the powers, 
from whom afiffance is requir- 
ed; and that, in confequence, 
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they will not refufe employing, 
in conjunction with their faid, 
Majefties, the moft efficacious 
means, relative to their forces, 
in order to enable the King of 
France to confolidate, in the 
moft perfect liberty, the bafis 
of a monarchial government, 
fuitable both to the rights of 
Sovereigns, and the welfare of 
the French nation.—Then, and 
in this cafe, their faid Majefties 
the Emperor and the King of 
Pruffia are determined to aé, 
fpeedily, with mutual concord, 
and with neceffary forces, to 
obtain the propofed end in 
common. Mcan while the 
will give to their troops necef- 
fary orders, that they may be 
ready for putting themfclves 
in a ftate of activity.”

The Comte de Lafcy, Com- 
mandant of Catalonia, fignified 
to the Conful of France refic- 
ing at Barcelona, that he muft 
immediately quit Spain. A de+ 
tachment of grenadiers con- 
duéted him to the French fron- 
tiers. This French patriot was 
accufed of having ken too 
freely of the Spanifh govern- 
ment ; and at. the fame time 
too advaritageoufly of the 
French revolution. 
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Theinhabitants of Spain have 
been reduced, within the {pace 
of a few centuries, from 20 to 
7;000,000. Nothing can bea grea- 
ter proof of the wretchednefy 
ofits government. By the fine- 
nefs of its climate, and the ad- 
vantages of its fituation, could 
it erjoy the bleffings of fcience 
and liberty, it would become 
one of the moft enviable {pots 
in the univerfe.

By a letter from Hamburgh, 
dated 30th Auguft, we are in- 
formed, that the turbulent fpi- 
rit of the times had feized the 
inhabitants of that city. The 
journeymen trades people were 
infifting for a rife of wages, 
which being refifted, they be- 
came fo tumultuous and difor- 
derly, that the exertions of the 
civil power were totally unable 
to quell them, and therefore 
the military were obliged to be 
called out and to fire upon 
them, in confequence of which 
one man was killed and feveral 
wounded. The citizens were 
under arms for three days and 
nights, during which time 
every kind of bufinefs was fuf- 
pended, and nothing but riot 
and confufion prevailed. When 
the accounts came away, peace 
and quietnefs were reftored, 
and people were refuming their 
ordinary employment. We 
are happy to add, that the da- 
mage done is inconfiderable, 
asthe watchful attention of 
the citizens and military pre- 
vented any very flagrant atts of 
violence and outrage. 

It is a fa& worthy of notice, 
that no rum or {fpirits of any 
kind were ufed on board the 
thip Brothers, Capt. Jofiah, in 
his late voyage from Philadel- 
phia to Canton. His men were 
uncommonly healthy, and not 
a life was loft between his 
leaving the Delaware and his 
return to. it. The conftant 
drink of his failors was fpruce 
beer. . Twenty years ago, it 


was thought as Utopian to 
thin navigating a veflel 
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without a daily allowance of 
rum to failors, as it is now to 
think of cultivating rice or fu- 
gar without flaves. 

* The-total lofs of our grand 
army in India, from the date 
of its march into bre aaty 
country until the 3oth of April, 
did not exceed 80 killed and 
about 200 wounded. 


* One poor felow had a moft’ 


remarkable efcape.— ¢ was 
ftruck with fuch violence by 
a mufket-ball, a little above the 
froin, that it fractured into a 
thoufand pieces a bifcuit which 
he had fortunately put in bis 
waiftcoat’ pocket ;—he prays 
for the baker who made it— 
and though he loft a tooth in 
the morningattemptingtobreak 
it, he faved his life by pocket- 


ing the obdurate caufe—he. 


recommends it to his come- 
rades (when bifcuits are attain- 
able) never to go to battle 
without being well lined with 
fuch a noble defence, and juft- 
Iy claims the honour of being 
_. the firft in difcovering its good 
effeéts as external armour. Be- 
ing a little fwelled in the part, 
he applied the broken pieces of 
the fame bifcuit, foaked as a 
poultice ; fo that in the pre- 
fent inftance we are warranted 
in faying, that ‘bread is not 
only t ¢ ftaff, but alfo the fhield 
of hife. 

A private letter from India 
relates the following pleafing 
incident, which occurred to Ma- 
jor Gowdie, fhortly after he 
entered Bangalore, with the 
other affailants. Laft war he 
had been Tippoo’s prifoner, 
and was confined with many 


other gentlemen in Bangalore, 


| wherethey fufferedevery {pecies 


of infult, hardthips, and bar- 
barity. A humane and bene- 
ficent butcher, whofe bufinefs 
Ted him often to their prifon, 
faw and felt for their fufferings; 
they had been ftripped of their 
cloaths, and robbed of their 
money, before they were con- 
fined. It would have coft the 
butcher his ears, perhaps his 
life, had he. difcovered any 
fymptoms of pity ‘or the prifo- 
ners before his countrymen. 
They were allowed orly one 
feer of rice, and a pice, or half- 
penny per day, for their fubfif- 
tence ; but the butcher con- 


trived to relieve theirneceffities;”

from .him as food, they were 
aftonifhed to find pagodas in 
the brains.’ Upon paffing the 
yard of their prifon, he’ often 
gave them abufive’ Janguage, 
and threw balls of dirt at them, 
to teftify his hatred and con- 
tempt ; but upon breaking the 
balls, they always found they 
contained a fupply of money 
for their relief, and this he did

Major Gowdie had not 
long entered the breach, when 
he faw and recolleéted his 
friend the butcher ; he ran with 
eagernefs to embrace him, fav- 
ed him from the carnage, and 
led him to a place of fafety.—

It began at a. fhip 
chandler’s, but how is not 
known—feveral barrels of tar 
were on fire before it was dif- 
covered. A number of engines 
attended, both on the river and 
on the fhore; but from the 
difficulty of finding water for 
the latter, and the umpoffibility 
of bringing the former near 
enough, it was fix or feven 
o’clock in the morning before 
the violence of the flames were 
got under, by which time about 

fty houfes were burnt down, 
many of them warehoufes, 
containing property to a very 
confiderabis amount. A great 
number of poor families have 
been burnt out, and their little 
all deftroyed ; and what in- 
creafes the calamity, few of 
them are infured. 

JA fhocking accident hap- 
pened on, the 16th ult. at 
Booterftown, near Dublin-—A 
young lady went on a vifit to 
an acquaintance, who lodged 
there forthe benetit of fea-bath- 
ing, and was induced to go in- 
to the water. Néver having 
gone into it before, fhe was 
very much agitated, and two 
ladies who accompanied her 
very imprudently took advan- 
tage of her fright, and threw 
here lown, with an intention of 
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ducking her. In. lefs than oue 
minute fhe was fuffocated, and 
completely deprived of life. 
The terror of her companions 
may be eafily imagined on fo 
dreadful a cataftrophe.—A co- 
roner’s inqueft was held onthe 
body, and brought in a verdig 
of accidental death.

* Althongh Tippoo approach- 
ed our pofition, and even cam 
nonaded the camp both on the 
7thand 17th, yeton thefe occafi- 
ons, and all others during the 
fiege, he took his meafures with 
fo much caution as toput it effec- 
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Atually out of my power to force 
him to rifk an action ; and on 
othe night of the affault he re- 
tired, in great hafte, from the 
fouth fide of the fortrefs, where 
he was then pofted, immediate- 
ly upon his being acquainted 
‘with its fall. After giving 
fome repairs ‘to the beaches, 
making a number of neceffary 
arrangements, and leaving the 
train of heavy artillery to be 
refitted during my abfence, I 
moved from Bangalore on the 
28th, withthe detign of fecur- 
ing a fafe and-fpeedy junétion 
with a large body of cavalry 
that the Nizam had promifed 
to fend me, and receiving a re- 
inforcement of: troops and a 
fupply of provifions and ftores, 
which I had fome time before 
ordered to be in readinefs to 
join me, by the way of Am- 

r,from the Carnatic, con- 
fidering thofe.as neceffary pre- 
liminary meafures for enabling 
me to proceed to the attack of 
Seringapatam., and I, at the 
fame time, communicated my 


intentions to General Aber-}, 


cromby, and dire&ed him to 
ufe every exertion in his power, 
that might be .confiftent with 
the fafety of the corps under 
his command, to prepare him- 
felf in the manner that I pre- 
fcribed, to give me effectual 
affiftance when I fhould reach 
the enemy’s capital. 

¢ Tippoo having made a move- 
ment to the weftward on the 
* fame day that I marched from 
the neighbourhood of Banga- 
Jore, I fell in with his rear at 
the diftance, of about 8 or 9 
miles from that place; but, 
from the want of a fufficient 
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body of cavalry, it was found 
impracticable, after a purfuit of 
confiderable length, either to 
bring him to aétion, or to gain 
any advantage over him, ex- 
cept that of taking one brafs 
gun, which, owing to its car- 
riage breaking down, he was 
obliged to leave upon the road. 

‘ My firft obje& being to 
form a junction with the Ni- 
zam’s cavalry, I made fuch 
movements, or took fuch pofi- 
tions, as I knew would effeécta- 
ally prevent Tippoo from inter- 
cepting them, or even from dif- 
turbing their march ; but, al- 
though I was at great pains to 
point out the fafety of* the 
march to Rajah Teigewunt, 
and to.encourage him to pro- 
ceed, the effects of my recom- 
mendations and requefts were 
but flow ; and, after wafte of 
time, which at this late feafon 
of the year was invaluable, and 
which almof exhaufted. my 
patience, the junction was not 
made till the 1 3th inft. 

* It is not eafy to afcertain 
the number of the corps with 
precifion, but I fuppofe it to 
amount to 15 or 16,000 horfe ; 
and though they are extreme- 
ly defeétive in almoft every 
point of military difcipline; yet, 
as the men are in general well 
mounted, and the chiefs have 
given me the ftrongeft affuran- 
ces’ of their difpofition to do 
every thing in their power to 
promote the fuccefs of our ope- 
rations, I am in great hopes 
that we fhall derive materjai 
advantage from their affiftance. 

* This junction being accom- 
plithed, ] marched on to effeq 
my next object without lois of 
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time ; and being arrived at my 
prefent camp on the 18th, and 
ordered the moft expeditions 
meafures to be taken for tranf- 
one the ftores from. the 

ead of the pafs, I fhall com- 
mence my march again to the 
weftward on the 22d ; and, af- 
ter calling at Bangalore for the 
heavy artillery, I truft that I 
fhall find it practicable to reach 
Seringapatam before the 12th 
of next month, 

‘ No ufeful purpofe could be 
promoted my enumerating 
the difficulties which I have 
already encountered in .carry- 
ing on the operations of the 
campaign; and it would be 
equally unprofitable to enlarge 
at prefent upon .the obftacles 
which I forefee to our future 
progrefs ; they are, however, of 
io weighty a nature, that under 
different circumftances I fhould 
undoubtedly act with more cau- 
tien, and defer the attempt 
upon the enemy’s capital till 
after the enfuing rains; but, 
acquainted as I am with ‘the 
unfettied fituation of political 
affairs in Europe, and knowing 
that a procraftinated war would 
occafion almoft certain ruin to 
our finances, I confider it as 
a duty which I owe to my fta- 
tion and to my country, to dif- 
regard the hazard to which my 
own military reputation may be 
expofed, and to profecute, with 


every fpecies of precaution that- 


my judgment or experience can 
Juggeft, the plan which is mot 
likely to bring the war to an 
early decifion. 

“ ] have, at the fame time, 
been .the more encouraged to 
pericvere in the execution of 
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my original intentions, as both 
the Nizam and Mahrattas have 
of late. fhewn an uncommon 
alacrity in fulfilling their en- 
gagements, which, by the fmal- 
le appearance of backwardnefs 
on our part, would be im- 
mediately cooled, and which, 
I truft, will, in addition to one 
own efforts, effentially contri- 
bute to counteract ma»v of the 
difadvantages which ‘ise diffi- 
culty of the march, the rik of 
‘fcarcity of provifions and’ fo- 
rage, and the approac’ of the 
rainy feafon, prefent againft the 
undertaking ; and if thofe ob- 
ftacles can be overceme, the 
capture of Seringapatam: will 
provemty> in- its confi quences, 
urnifh an ample reward for our 
labours. 
* A few days after our fuc- 
‘cefs at Bangalore, Tippoo re- 
peated his propofitions to open 
ja negociation for terminating 
our differences’; but whether 
with a tincete defire to obtain 
ace, or with the infidious 
opes of exciting jealoufies in 
our allies, by inducing me to 
liften to bis advances, is not 
certain, Theline for my con, 
duct, however, was clear ; and, 
conformable to our treaties, I 
declined, in civil and moderate 
terms, to receive a ‘perfon of 
confidence on his part, to dif- 
cufs the feparate interefts of 
the Company ; but informed 
him, that if he fhould think 
proper to make propofitions in 
writing for a general accommo- 
dation with all the members of 
the confederacy, I fhould, after 
communicating with the other 
powers, tranfmit our joint fen- 
timents upon them. 
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¢ J thall refer you entirely at 
prefent to the accounts that 
you will receive from the diffe- 
rent governments of the details 
of their refpective bufinefs; and 
fhal! only add, that the perfonal 
attention that I have experienc- 
ed from the members of the 
Supreme Board, and the zeal 
which they have manifefted 
fince I left Calcutta, in promot- 
ing the public good, have gi- 
ven me very particular fatisfac- 
tion. 

* The Swallow packet will 
remain in readinefs to be dif- 
atched in Auguft, or fooner 
if it fhould be thought expedi- 
ent; and I fhall, by that op- 
orb & have the honour of 
writing fully to you on feveral 


of thofe {ubjeéts on which you 
muft no doubt be anxious to

I cannot, however, conclude 
this letter, without bearing 
moft ample teftimony to. the 
zeal and alacrity which have 
beeh uniformly manifefted by 
his Majefty’s and the Compa- 
ny’s troops, in the perform- 
ance of the various duties of 
fatigue and danger in the 
courfe of this campaign, and 
affuring yon that they are en- 
titled to the moft diftinguifhed 
marks of your approbation.

In another letter from Lord 
Cornwallis to Lord Grenville, 
Secretary of State, his Lord- 
thip fays: 


* You will have the fatisfacti-

fuccefs has already been confi- 
derable, but that we have a 
reafonable profpect of humbl- 
ing ftill further a prince of 
very uncommon ability, and of 
boundlefs ambition, who had 
acquired a degree of power, in 
extent of territory,.in. wealth, 
and in forces, that threatened 
the Company’s: pofleffions: in 
the Carnatick, and thofe of all 
his neighbours, with imminent 
danger, 

* Our fuccefs at Bangalore 
has tended fo eftablith, in the 
general opinion of the natives, 
the fuperiority. of the Britith 
arms: and it has, in icular, 
made fuch an impreffion upon 
thé minds of our allies, as will 
contribute to induce them to 
ufe vigorous exertions in pro- 
fecuting the war to.an honour- 
able conclufion. 

* At prefent we can only look 
for the fpeedy accomplifhment 
of that -defireable object, by 
proceeding to attack the. ene 
my’s capital, which I clearly 
forefee will, from the near, ap- 
proach of the feafon of the pe- 
riddical rains, and the danger 
of a fcarcity of provifions and 
forage for the large body of 
troops that are to be employed, 
be attended with many difficul- 
ties. But having received the 
ftrongeft affurances of exertions 
from the Chiefs of the Nizam’s 
cavalry, and the Mahrattas, I 
am encouraged to entertain 
fanzuine hopes that all obftacles 
will give way to our efforts, 
and that the enterprife. will 
fucceed.” 

The fortrefs of Darwar, a 
ftrong and well fupplied garri- 
fon in. Myfore, capitulated to 
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‘the Britifh and Mahrattas, aftera 
Jong fiege, on the 3d of April. 
The garrifon marched out with 
all the treafure, and a great 
part of the cannon. Colonel 
Frederick died during the fiege. 
The fortreffes of Horregul and 
Copul alfo: fyurrendered upon 
terms. 

Tippoo had retaken a fort 
called Chinabalaram, and put 
the garrifon, which confifted 
of polygars, to the fword. 
“A ~Subadar, and 40 other 
black officers, who had been 
sea pel at Copuldroog ever 
ince the fall of General Ma- 


thews, lately made their etcape, 
which was as remarkable as it 
was providential, as they were 
to have been all maffacred on 
the night oftheirefcape. Hav- 


ing, however, received inte)li- 
ence of this intended act of 
arbarity, they “came to the 
defperate refolution of ftorming 
the gate of ‘their prifon, and 
felling their lives xt as dear a 
rate “as poffible; they found a 
favourable’ opportunity, and 
fallitig upon their guards with 
irrefiftible fury, they put them 
to the fword, and made their 
way good to Lord Cornwallis’s 
army. 
~ The Ea® India Company 
have “eftablifhed a fettlement 
in the Pelew Iflands, with the 
comfent of the natives, and built 
a fort; which they have called 
Fort Abercrombie, in honour 
of the Governor of Bombay. 
The mafter of the Endeavour, 
and’ fifty men, were left in it, 
with orders to join in no war, 
but to ‘do their utmoft to re- 
concile each party, and to take 
care to be in a ftate to refent

On the rsth of January, a 
dreadful fire broke out at.

A mof fingular and calami- 
tous inftance of the effects of a 
fudden inundation, occurred 
on the 18th June, in the ifland 
of Cuba, at a, place called the 
Puentes Grandes, about five 
miles from the Havannah, and 
where the King’s mills for the 
manufacture of {nuff are fituat- 
ed. At this place there is 2 
river, which runs between two 
hills, has feveral houfes on its 
banks, and is much ufed for 
bathing by the inhabitants of 
the city, who, at the timé men- 
tioned, were there in confider- 
able numbers. A gentle rain 
had fallen in the earlier part of 
the day; but about feven in 
the evening, fuch a deluge pour- 
ed down, that a perfon who 
was near the {pot,. declares 
that nothing was vifible but a 
huge body of water ; this con- 
tinued falling for near ‘three 
hours; at the expiration of 
which, the river,thag on the 
preceding day had been. near 
50 feet below its banks, over- 
flowed, and inundated the ad- 
jacent land, (deftroying in @ 
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fhort time the whole of the 
ftupendous mills, and feveral 
dwelling-houfes. The confter- 
nation and terror excited by 
this fudden vifitation, may be 
more eafily imagined than de- 
fcribed : near 500 unhappy per- 
fons perifhed in the water, and 
the damage fuftained is com- 
puted at upwards of a million 
of dollars. 

To cultivate the fpices of 
the Eaft in the Britifh Weit-In- 
dia Iflands, has been a defign 
meditated for fome years paft ; 
and notwithftanding the diffi- 
culty of procuring the neceflary 
plants or feeds, on account of 
the extreme caution and unre- 
mitted vigilance of the Dutch, 
yet fome have been already ob- 
tained, and no doubt a fuffici-

The French Ambaflador no- 
tified the King’s acceptance of | 
the conftitution to the Elcétor 
of Saxony oni the ad ult. and 
in the evening appeared with 
his lady at Court, where they | 
had not been for feveral months 
before. 

The Emperor bad in fome 
meafure done this before, by 
the refpe& ordered to be paid 
to the three-coloured flag.

Letters from Portugal fay, 
that the meaiures refolved on 
by the Supreme Council, to 
preferve the kingdom from the 
principles now prevailing in 
France, are obferved with the 
greateft rigour. It is not only 
prohibited to read French 
news papers, pamphlets, &c. 
but even any upon fimilar mat- 
ters; and the leaft partial inter- 
ference, whether for or againit 
the National Affembly, is treat- 
ed as a crime. 

Orders have been fent to 
the frontiers, and to all the 
harbours of the kingdom, to 
fufter no ftranger to enter the 
country, nor go on fhore, with- 
out his having been previouf- 
ly examined; and fome ftran- 
gers muft, im fimilar cafes, ub- 
tain a tpecial permiffion from 
the Court.

fides. The following are the 
accounts brought by the fhip: 
Kingfton, Jamaica, Sept. 3. 1791- 

On “ Wednefday laft arrived 
in this town, from Cape Fran- 
cois, in a French veffe! difpatch- 
ed on the occafion, Monfieur 
Bugnet, a member of the Ge- 
neral Affembly of the French 
part of Hifpaniola, with the 
dreadful intelligence, that the 
negro flaves in that ifland have 
rifen to open rebellion, and are 
carrying deftruction and blood- 
fhed throughout the country ; 
in confequence whereof the 
white inhabitants, apprehending 
they have no fufficient force to 
reduce them, have difpatched 
agents to all the neighbouring 
“Iflands to folicit immediate af- 
fiftance. M. Bugnethasbrought 
letters to that purpofe,.to his 
Excellency the Governor, and 
to the Honourable Members 
of the General Affembly of 
Jamaica. The following is a 
tranflation of the laf: 

Aug. 24. 1791. 
«« Hon. Gentlemen, 

« The ruin of St Domingo 
feems inevitable. In a fhort 
time, this beautiful country 
will be a heap of afhes: already 
the planters have bathed with 
their blood that land which 
has been fertilized by the fweat 
of their brows, At this mo- 
ment, the flames are confum- 
ing thofe productions which 
contribute to the: {plendour of 
the French empire. The deéfo- 
Jators of our properties have 
ipread around us the flames of 
war: our flaves are armed for 
our deftruction : the philofophy 
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is, with us, converted into de- 
fpair. 

‘© Without fuccour, and 
reaching the extremity of cala- 
mity, St Domingo feeks for 
friends and protectors among 
the ftates that furround it. We 
fay nothing of your own par- 
ticular intereft, endangered as 
it is by the fame {pirit of delu- 
five philanthropy, which equal- 
ly repugnant to your fyftem of 
regulation as to ours, may oc- 
cafion the fame calamities 
among you as among us, if the 
evil is fuffered to proceed to 
its utmoft excefs : we content 
ourfelves only with appealing 
to that genercfity which is the 
charaéteriftic of your nation: 
we afk for affiftance freely, and 
with confidence. 

*¢ Prompted by this fentiment, 
the General Affembly of the 
French part of St Domingo 
have deputed Monf. de Bugnet, 
one of its members, to lay our 
fituation before you. 

“ He will produce firft, the 
charter of our conftitution, 
which eftablifhes our character 
as the legal reprefentatives of 
St Domingo, Secondly, his 
commiffion, ‘Thirdly, a pro- 
clamation for foliciting fuccours 
from the neighbouring powers. 
I have the honour to be, &c. 

(Signed) P. D. Capuscu, 

Prefident of the General Affem- 
bly of the French part of Si 
Domingo.” ‘ 

The account which M. Bug- 
net gives of this alarming re- 
volt is fhortly asfollows: Ear- 
ly on the morning of the 23d 
ult. the negroes: belonging -to 
the plantation of M. Chabaud, 


which gives confolation to man, | fituated tour leagues to the 
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weftward of Cape Francois, rofe 
on the white people, ail of 
whom they inftantly maffacred, 
and then fet fire to the build- 
ings and canes; proceeding 
from thence towards the Cape, 
they were joined by the ne- 
groes of moft of the interme- 
diate plantations, which fhared 
the fame fate ; the white peo- 
ple, or at leaft fuch of them as 
were not lucky enough to e- 
{cape to the town, being in like 
manner maffacred. The whole 
of the day exhibited a fcene of 
defolation. and horror, the 
whites flying from all quarters 
into the town, and the rebels 
proceeding without interrup- 
tion until they came within two 
miles of the Capé ; it was fup- 
pofed their number was about 
Jsoo. In the mean time the 
inhabitants of the town, ap- 
prehending that the free people 
of colour were at the bottom 
of the confpiracy, took mea- 


fures for fecuring all fuch of 


them as were within their 
reach ; but the Mulattoes fur- 
rendering without refiftance, 
and delivering up their children 
as pledges of their fincerity, 
offered to go in purfuit of the 
rebels. Their offer, after fome 
hefitation, was accepted, and 
600 of them were embodied on 
the 24th, and together with two 
companies of foot, and a troop 
of horfe, proceeded to meet the 
revolters, with whom they 
came up the fame day on the 
plain of the Cape, and after a 
ihort engagement put them to 
flight, killing more than one 
hundred on the fpot, and tak- 
‘ing about eighty prifoners, all

of whom were immediately 
fent to the Cape, where they 
were put to death.—The. fava- 
ges had totally burnt and de- 
ftroyed between fifty and fixty 
fugar-plantations, and killed a 
great many white people, the 
number of which was not pre- 
cifely known before M. Bugnet 
failed ; and they were ftill in 
confiderable force, but retreat- 
ing towards the mountains, 
fires being ftill feen in all the 
parts of the country. 

On receiving this intelligence, 

the Earl of Effingham, the Go- 
vernor, after confulting with 
Admiral Affieck and General 
Williamfon, gave permiffion to 
M. Bugnet to purchafe fome 
arms, ammunition, and pro- 
vifions ; and Admiral Affleck 
immediately failed with two fri- 
gates and a floop with 500 
ftand of arms, for Cape Fran- 
cois.—But not being able to 
|give fufficient affiftance to 
the. inhabitants, the Admiral 
returned to Jamaica, on the 
26th, with the Daphne, which 
was difpatched to England on 
the 3d of October. She brings 
the following additional parti- 
culars : 

That on the 26th of Septem. 
ber, a month from the breaking 
! out of the rebellion, the negroes 
‘were from 80,000 to 109,000 
ftrong; about 4000 of whom 
werearmed with mufkets, which 

| they had procured from Dutch 
and Spanith trading fhips; the 
‘reft with pitchforks and other 
; weapons. They were ftrongly 
' encamped in a regular fortifica- 
‘tion, defended by cannon, a- 
bout feven miles from the Cape. 
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They had turnt and totally-de- 
firoyed upwards of 200 ingar 
and coffee plantations, and had 
maflacred about 300. white 
people. The inhabitants had 
all retired within the fort, un- 
till relief fhould airive. The 
French troops had declined to 
take any part ;. and afliftance 
had been rc quefted of the Spa-

between England and Spain. 

A young African Prince is 
lately arrived in this kingdom, 
under the proteGion of Mr 
Falconbridge, who was four or 
five years ago engaged in the

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defcription before the Houfe of 
Commons: The Sierra .Leone 
Company, finding this gentle- 
man a man of great integrity 
and principle, made choice of 
him to promote their views in 
Africa, where they have pur- 
chafed of the King of Robana, 
the Prince’s father, a diftriét of 
about 20 miles in extent, thro’ 
which the river Sierra Leone 
pafizs, and gives it a name. 

Mr Falconbridge was in fuch 
eftimation with the King of 
Robana, that it wasin vain the 
traders in flaves endeavoured 
to diffuade him from trufting 
his fon to his care to vifit a 
foreign country fo remote as 
Britain. The flave traders might 
naturally be expected to oppofe 
his coming to England, as one 
of the objects of it is, to pro- 
mote a growing confidence be- 
tween the two countries, by 
placing the Prince under the 
protection of a Company infti- 
tuted for the purpole of under 
mining the flave trade, by giv- 
ing the African powers an ex- 
ample of the fuperior advantages 
of cultivating their own coun 
uy to that of felling their peo- 
ple. 

A caufe was brought on at 
York affizes fome time ago by 
aphyfician, for the recovery of 
Ris fees, He had a verdict in 
his favour, but at the laft aflizes 
the verdict was fet afide, and 
Lord Kenyon gave it as his 
opinion, that a phyfician’s fees 
are not demandable of right. 
This is certainly making fees to 
be debts of honour, and placing 
the faculty on the moft refpec- 
table footing as gentlemen. The 
cafe, we hope, wll rarely oc- 


cur, where they may have oc< 
cafion to regret this diftin&tion. 
On Friday fe’ennight, a caufe 
of great importance to corpora- 
tions was tried at Lancafter 
affizes. The queftion was, 
Whether the power of making 
by-laws refided in the Burget- 
fes at large of the town of Li- 
verpool, or in the Common 
Council ?—Mr Serjeant Adair 
very ably fupported the claims 
of the Burgefies, and Mr Eri- 
kine {poke with much eloquence 
for three hours for the Com- 
mon Council. The Hon. Judge, 
Mr Baron Thompfon, gave his 
opinion decidedly in favour of 
the .Burgeffes, the plaintiffs ; 
and the jury returned a verdict 
for the Burgefles accordingly. 
At the quarter-fefions at 
Sudbury, lately, a profecution 
for an affault was tried, and 
the jury could not agree ia 
their verdiét—they remained 
together from noon till mid- 
night ; and then compelled by 
hunger, burf open the door 
of the room where they were 
locked up, and made off to 
their own houfes. Next morn- 
ing they re-affembled, but be- 
ing then no longer confidered 
as the fame jury, they were 
difmiffed by the Court, whe 
determined to apply to the 
Attorney-general for his advice 
in this curious predicament. 
On the 3d of laft month, a 
cottage within about two miles 
of Barnard’s Caftte, Yorkthire, 
was deftroyed by fire, and fe- 
veral perfons loft their lives, 
owing to the following acci- 
dent : A rat having feized a 
candle which had been carelefs- 
ly left, without having been 
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properly extinguifhed, carried 
it into a place where there 
was fome tow or flax, which 
immediately caught fire, and 
the whole building was in an 
inftant in flames. .Two fine 
children were confiumed al- 
moft in fight of their parents. 

On Monday the 17th ult. 
Mr Lucas, furgeon at St Alban’s 
was ftopped, about ten o’clock 
in the evening, near that place, 
by a highwayman, who de- 
manded in very hafty and 
threatening terms his money, 
watch, &c. inftead of which 
Mr L. fired a piftol, and fhot 
him juft below the left breaft, 
on which he fell from his horfe. 
Juft at the inftant Mr L. was 
alighting to fee what was the 
confequence of his fhot, his 
companion came up and fired 
at Mr L. which fortunately 
did no other mifchief than 
cutting the knuckles of Mr 
L's left hand. Mr L. then fired 
a fecond fhot at this man, but 
from the darknefs of the night 
could not diftinguifh what ef- 
fect it had. The latter was 


taken at Wooburn, with his! 


right arm broken by the bail. 
Mr Lucas continued with the 
man he firft fhot, till a coach 
came by, which carried him te 
St Alban’s, where Mr L. ex- 
tracted the ball, and from his 
attention and fkill the man is 
in a fair way of recovery. 

-At the Michaelmas Head 
Court for the county of Forfar, 
held the 4th of Odtober, the 
important fubject of obtaining 
a Trial by Jury, in civil as well 
as in criminal cafes, in Scot- 
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land, was taken into confidera- 
tion, and the meeting refolv- 
ed, ** That it is the fenfe of 
this meeting, that this county 
fhall contribute its affiftance, 
and join the other counties of 
Scotland, in adopting legal 
means for obtaining Trial by 
Jury in certain civil cafes, as 
well as in criminal cafes, and 
that the witneffes in both fhall 
be examined in open court, 
before the judges and jury, in 
a fimilar manner as is the prac- 
tice in England.””—A commit- 
tee was appointed to corres 
{pond and meet with delegates 
from the other counties. 

At the Michaelmas Head 
Court of the county of Kirk- 
cudbright, upon the r1th ult. 
Lord Daer, the eldeft fon of 
the Earl of Selkirk, was inrolled 
a freeholder, by a majority of 
above three to one, at a pretty 
full meeting. If the judgment 
of the freeholders of Kirkcud- 
bright is fupported, the eldeft 
fons of the Scots Peers will be 
oon the fame footing with 
the eldeft fons of the Peers of 
England, as to the right of vot- 
ing in county elections. 

In the month of September 
laft, there were killed at Hill- 
fweck, on the weft fide of the 
muir-land of Zetland, 123 
whales, the longeft of which 
meafured 23 feet. It is fup- 
pofed there were more that 
soo in the fhoal. They ftrug- 
gled very hard for their lives 
when they were attacked, 
and found themfelves in fhoal 
water. They were killed with 
knives, {pears, &c. 
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
